We Can Sell More to Italy

exports to Italy. I want to give some background to Anglo- 

Italian trade, to suggest ways of increasing it and, above all, 
to put across the idea that Italy is an important market, and an 
expanding market, for British goods. 


In the past 15 years there has been a remarkable industrial revo- 
lution in this country. A largely agricultural economy has now becom: 
primarily industrial. In 1960, for the first time, the value of Italian 
industrial exports was more than the value of her exports of agricul- 
tural produce. Industrial production has doubled in the past nine 
years and was 14 per cent. higher in 1960 than in 1959. Motor 
vehicle production, at 644,617 units, during the year showed an 
increase of 28-7 per cent. Steel production, at 8-2 million tons, was 
up by 21°7 per cent. By the end of 1960 the national income was 
nearly double that of 1948. 

Italy’s economic prosperity in the past few years has been called 
‘miraculous’. ‘There is, however, nothing miraculous about the 
Italian boom at all. A flying start with American aid, and the building 
of a modern industrial society not tied to traditional methods, has 
been carried out by sheer hard work. Some people are still under the 
fond delusion that Italy is only a land of sun and wine where nothing 
gets done. ‘They should spend a day or two with a Milanese business- 
man! But hard work has only been one of the ingredients which 
have produced Italian prosperity: it has been accompanied by a 
great skill in engineering and by a heightened awareness of the 
importance of good industrial design. This quality, coupled with the 
energy which Italy puts into selling her goods abroad, has been 
largely responsible for the success in overseas markets, including the 
United Kingdom, of the ‘Italian line’ in, for example, clothes, cars, 
electrical domestic appliances and architecture. 

There have been three results of Italy’s remarkable economic 
expansion, and all of them are of great importance to British manu- 
facturers. ‘The first is that, with the rising standard of living, Italians 
are now spending much more on consumer goods of all kinds. They 
are demanding increasingly high standards of finish and performance, 
and they are also demanding a wider choice of goods. Italy, and this 
applies particularly to the industrial North, is now showing all the

symptoms of an ‘affluent society’. Many industrial workers no 
longer ride to work on a bicycle; and they may have graduated from a 
scooter to a car. The Italian motor-car industry is reflecting the 
upward demand for bigger and better cars by bringing out more 
medium-sized vehicles. The average medium-sized working home 
in Italy is adding to its collection of electric appliances. ‘Television is 
already well-established as much the most important medium of mas; 
publicity; and in a warm climate a refrigerator is much more a

necessity than in England. The public is spending more money on 
its holidays and sport; Italy’s first specialized Boat Show was held in 
Milan this year. 


All this means that there is a rapidly expanding market in Italy for 
good quality consumer goods. 


A second important result of Italian industrial expansion, and 
again of interest to British firms, is that Italy has to import more raw 
materials to feed her industrial expansion. And third, the industrial 
development programmes now under way in Southern Italy have 
created a new and expanding market for capital equipment and 
industrial machinery of many kinds. What is of particular interest 
to British manufacturers is that among the facilities provided by the 
Italian Government to encourage the industrial development of 
Southern Italy is exemption from payment of duties on machinery 
and materials imported for establishing factories in the South. This 
facility can make imported British equipment extremely competitive 
in price. 

These are some of the things British firms need to bear in mind 
when they come to consider whether it is worth while to tackle the 
Italian market, or whether their sales can be stepped up. 


Now I want to look briefly at Italy’s overall trading position. In 
1960 Italian imports for the reasons I have outlined above, increased 
by about 40 per cent. over the 1959 figure. Her exports went up by 
about 25 per cent. The resulting deficit on the year’s visible trade 
was 135 per cent. higher than in 1959 but, thanks mainly to the 
estimated $650 million spent by tourists during the year, Italy had 
a surplus of $540 million (against $760 million in 1959) on her visible 
and invisible trade in 1960; and at the end of the year her reserves, at 
the very healthy level of $3,080 million, were slightly higher than at 
the beginning of the year. 


What effect did the operation of the Common Market have on 
Italy’s trade? During 1960 about 30 per cent. of Italy’s total mmports 
came from her partners in the European Economic Community, and 
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Radio Italiana Televisione (RAI) have placed an order for a further

this figure was 44 per cent. above the 1959 level. Italian exports to 
the rest of the E.E.C. were also about 30 per cent. of her total exports, 
and 32 per cent. up on 1959. France’s exports to Italy went up 
55 per cent. and Germany’s about 44 per cent. This spectacular 
increase in Italian trade with her partners was undoubtedly helped by 
the internal tariff reductions which, by January 1, 1961, had lowered 
tariffs by 30 per cent. The gradual growth of ‘community spirit’, 
with its important corollary, the gradual breakdown of the psycho- 
logical barrier which so often has been a factor limiting the extent 
to which people ‘buy foreign’ is an intangible result of the successful 
functioning of the Common Market which must not be underesti- 
mated. 

How did United Kingdom trade with Italy do in 1960? Notwith- 
standing the operation of the Common Market — or perhaps partly 
because the Common Market had aroused a greater interest in Italy 
than Brifis}) exporters had previously shown — the United Kingdom's 
exports to Italy, worth {87-6 million, were 21 per cent. higher than 
they had been in 1959. This was the highest percentage increase in 
British trade with any country in Europe and very much higher 
than the 6 per ce.it. global increase. Italy was the United Kingdom's 
fifth best customer in Europe. ‘The figures for the first two months 
of this year are even more encouraging. United Kingdom exports in 
January and February, at £16°8 million, were nearly 30 per cent. 
above the level for the corresponding period of 1960. If we can 
keep it up — and I see no reason why we should not — United Kingdom 
exports to Italy this year should top the £100 million mark. That's 
a market worth taking seriously! 

This year’s figures so far put Italy up into fourth place in the 
European league of the United Kingdom’s best customer, following 
West Germany, Sweden and the Netherlands. 

On the other side of the penny, Italy’s imports into the United 
Kingdom in 1960 were worth {98-9 million —an increase of 6 per 
cent. in the year; and, according to the latest figures available, trade 
in both directions is now running pretty well level. 

Italy and the United Kingdom are good markets for each other. We 
want many Italian agricultural products — wine, cheeses, fruit and 
rice — and Italy wants some of our basic materials like wool, copper 
and chemicals. Italian fashion and engineering goods are very 
popular in the United Kingdom (as the Italian exhibition at Harrods 
last year showed) and British manufactured goods sell well in Italy. 
Trade is a two-way process and between Italy and the United King- 
dom it balances well. The pattern of it is by no means static. There 
is a continuous exchange of ‘know-how’ and of licensing arrangements ; 
the new British electronic industry is finding Italy a major customer; 
the rapidly expanding Italian petro-chemical industry has returned 
the compliment,

Although the increase in our exports to Italy has been encouraging, 
the United Kingdom still only provides about 3 per cent. of Italy’s 
imports. And when we bear in mind the 40 per cent. increase in 
Italy’s import bill in 1960, the 21 per cent. increase in the United 
Kingdom's slice of the bill looks less impressive, particularly when 
compared with the 55 per cent. increase in France’s exports to Italy. 
The United Kingdom in fact did not keep pace with her competitors 
on the Italian market. 

The table annexed to this article (page 981) sets out the value of 
the principal United Kingdom exports to Italy in 1960 and 1959. 
This shows the very wide range of goods which sell in Italy and that 
the increase in our exports last year was spread over almost the whole 
of the range. Motor-car sales went up by 250 per cent., office machi- 
nery by 150 per cent., excavating and earth-moving machinery went 
up by 75 per cent., machine tools by 70 per cent., electric machinery 
by 56 per cent., woven woollen fabrics by 53 per cent. Other textile 
manufactures increased only marginally. 


Effect of the Common Market 


I have already said that, so far, the existence of the Common 
Market has not substantially harmed British trade with Italy. It is 
worth looking for a moment more closely into the effect on our 
exports of the E.E.C. tariff adjustments. With the first 10 per cent. 
reduction for E.E.C. members, a parallel reduction of 10 per cent. 
was subsequently extended to other O.E.E.C. countries, covering the 
majority of the items in the Italian tariff. It was not, therefore, until 
the second E.E.C. reduction of 10 per cent. took place that importers 
of British products found themselves having to pay higher import 
duties than those paid on similar products of E.E.C. origin. ‘This 
margin was widened on January 1 this year, when the third 10 per 
cent. reduction (making in all a 30 per cent. reduction on the basic 
duties in force on January 1, 1957 on E.E.C.) imports came into 
effect. At the same time, however, the first step was taken towards 
the introduction of the Common External Tariff. This meant that 
there was a small reduction on import duties for goods from non- 
E.E.C. countries, covering about 65 per cent. of the items in the 
Italian tariff. Because Italy is a high tariff country, some further 
reductions in most of the Italian import duties can be expected as a 
result of the progressive alignment of the Common External Tariff 
levels. But these reductions will not keep pace with the accelerated 
programme of tariff reductions within the E.E.C. The differential 
(and you will realize that I am assuming, for the moment, that no 
solution to the question of European economic integration has been 
reached) facing United Kingdom exporters to Italy will therefore 
become progressively wider. It is also worth bearing in mind that, 
as the Italian import taxes — General Turnover Tax and Equalization 
Turnover Tax — are levied on the gross, duty-paid landed value, the 
lower duty paid on E.E.C. imports will result in lower import taxes 
on these products. Although the difference will be relatively small, 
its effect is cumulative and will make itself felt in the final price 
make-up in favour of a Common Market product. 

For some British goods the duty barrier may create serious difh- 
culties. But it may not necessarily prove fatal, particularly for high- 
quality goods where price is not the only consideration. Good 
salesmanship, also, can go a long way to break down the tariff barrier: 
the Ford ‘Anglia’ for instance, has been paying up to 59 per cent. in 
duty and taxes but despite this, 2,684 were sold in Italy in 1960, or 
around 70 per cent. of our total car sales for the year. 


Some other Factors 


What other factors limit British exports? ‘There is, of course, a 
certain amount of protection to various sectors of Italian industry. 
But Italy is not alone in this. In the past the sale of our agricultural 
machinery, for example, has been limited by the existence of legislation 
which grants the Italian farmer a low-interest loan for the purchase of 
agricultural machinery, provided it is made in Italy. But in the new 
Italian Five Year Agricultural Development Bill shortly to become 
law, it is most likely that this facility will be extended to cover the 
purchase of foreign manufactured machinery. British pharmaceutical 
products, too, find it difficult to compete against Italian price-fixing 
regulations. Quotas have not so far proved a restricting factor; and 
the most important of these quotas, that imposed on motor vehicles, 
should be abolished by January 1, 1962. 

From this analysis, I think one conclusion emerges: the main 
factor limiting British exports to Italy lies not so much in Italy as in 
the United Kingdom itself. Our sales to Italy will expand only in 
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direct proportion to the amount of interest and energy our manufac- 
turers are prepared to devote to the market. I think that our recent 
results show that more and more of our firms are taking a greater 
interest in selling to Italy. ‘They realize it can pay. 


But for those manufacturers who have not thought much about 
Italy so far, may I put down a few ideas about methods for this 
market? Obviously the approach varies for each product, but I hope 
the following general thoughts may prove helpful. 


Direct export is, of course, the main method of trading, and it 
will continue to be. But where duties, transport costs, local compe- 
tition or a need to establish closer links with an expanding market 
(both in Italy and in the E.E.C. as a whole) make such a step desirable, 
United Kingdom firms have either arranged for their products to be 
manufactured or assembled under licence, or have themselves set up 
factories, in Italy. Various types of co-operation agreement between 
United Kingdom and Italian companies have worked very successfully 
in both directions: Italian body styles for British cars and British disc 
brakes and other components for Italian cars. The Austin A40 now 
being manufactured under licence by Innocenti in Milan is an 
outstanding example of Anglo-Italian industrial co-operation, as have 
been the Anglo-Italian consortia on major jobs like the Kariba dam 
and Italy’s first nuclear power station (the first to have been exported 
from the United Kingdom) now under construction at Latina, south 
of Rome. Many British firms find that their best way of entering 
the Italian market is to go into a joint manufacturing partnership with 
an Italian company. ‘This kind of arrangement can help a British 
firm to expand its sales in third countries as well. 


But, whatever method is chosen, good salesmanship is essential. 


Without vigorous salesmanship, price, delivery and quality can be of 


no avail. Some of our best results have been obtained by firms who 
have established their own sales organization in Italy (usually in 
Milan or Rome), with a properly qualified staff, to keep closely in 
touch with local conditions and requirements. 


Too often, United Kingdom firms neglect the need to make the 
necessary effort to sell their products. And this is where our German 
and American competitors score. Correspondence should be in 
Italian. The metric system should be used. Personal visits at both 
managerial and technical level are essential. During the recent 
visit to Italy of a mission from the Export Council for Europe, the 
manager of one of Italy’s leading industrial concerns said quite 
bluntly that we were losing orders because our people did not take 
enough trouble to come and get them. He said that writing a letter 
was not enough; there had to be personal (and continuous) contact as 
well. This, of course, applies very much to the relationship between 
United Kingdom firms and their Italian agents. And carefully 
planned visits to the United Kingdom by Italian users and potential 
users of British equipment can prove rewarding. 


‘Time spent in reconnaissance is not time wasted.’ Market 
research is immensely important in Italy: if the Italians like something 
they will buy it. But it has to appeal to their tastes and to satisfy 
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‘Time spent in choosing the right agent is also time well spent. 
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their high standards in its finish. Colours and styles can be just as 
important as the ‘insides’ of a product; and the finish must be good. 
This 
is not a market to jump into unseen. And here the various Depart- 
ments of the Board of ‘Trade in London and our Commercial Depart- 
ment of the British Embassy in Rome (Via Conte Rosso 25, Telephone 
776551) or the Commercial Section in the Consulate-General in 
Milan (Via Gabba 1A, Telephone 862486) can help you. That is 
what we are here for. 


Another recipe for success on the Italian market is effective use 
of all the media of commercial publicity. This is often a weak point 
with our firms. A large United Kingdom concern once sent us one 
copy of a brochure (in English) about a product, apologized for having 
run out of more copies, but asked us to bring the product to the 
notice of ‘as many Italian companies as possible’. More should be 
made of advertising in Italian trade magazines; and often it will pay 
to engage local advertising agents. 


Trade fairs play a big part in Italian business. The Milan Inter- 
national Samples Fair in the spring is a ‘must’. It is much the most 
important general fair in Italy and at this year’s Fair, which ended on 
April 27, over 350 British firms were represented. Possibly even 
more business is done at the ‘specialized trade fairs, such as the 
Verona International Agricultural Fair in March. Here, too, the 
Board of Trade and the Commercial offices in Italy can give advice 
— which Fairs should produce the best results for a particular 
product. 


I hope this article will encourage more British firms to take a good 
look at the prospects for selling their goods in Italy, and that it may 
also make firms already established on the Italian market see if their 
results can be improved. We have already shown that we can sell 
to Italy. What we must now prove is that we can sell a great deal more.

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Expansion is Key to Prestige in World Markets 


—The President 


Asout 450 MEMBERS and guests attending the second annual 
dinner of the British Plastics Federation in London on April 19 heard 
Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade say: ‘If we 
do not grow and expand as fast as Germany or Italy, we are not 
going to maintain our prestige in world markets. We need to do a 
lot more in Britain particularly in the field of exports, and this is a 
problem which both the Government and industry must face. The 
President referred to ways in which the Government were trying to 
help industry; the recent facilities for the large and small exporter 
offered by the Export Credits Guarantee Department, and the 
improvement of the services offered by Board of Trade departments. 
It was hoped that the reduction in surtax would be a greater incentive 
to manufacturers to do more business in world markets, and encourage 
them to export more. 


Mr. Maudling, who was responding to the toast “The Guests’ 
proposed by the chairman of the British Plastics Federation, Mr. D. 
Radford, began by saying that it was particularly pleasant for him to 
meet members of an industry which was expanding rapidly, and 
playing such an important part in the country’s economy. The 
country was at present facing a difficult changing situation, and we 
were only beginning to realize how much the world was changing 
about us. Living standards had changed within the past ten years. 
However, Britain had made tremendous progress, thanks to British 
industry. ‘But have we made enough progress?’ he asked. “There 
is one great problem which we have not yet solved, and that is our 
balance of payments.’ 


The President said that we as a country must realize that there had 
been changes in our economic problems. As an example, it was no 
longer a problem to find work for people, but it was now a problem to 
find people to do the work that was available. Any limitation of man- 
power between job and job was a bad thing for this country. Industry 
should also realize that it was necessary to pay a lot more attention to 
research and development. There was always room for more effort 
for research. We were facing more and more competition from 
abroad. 


Referring to the European Free Trade Association and the European 
Economic Community - Mr. Maudling called them ‘the Eight and 
the Seven’ — he said ‘I can certainly speak for the Government and 
say that we hope to form a single European Market, so that there will 
be no trade barriers between one European country and another. 
We will not get a fusion of the Eight and the Seven merely by asking 
for them, and we shall have to make considerable concessions in 
order to achieve our ultimate aim. The bigger the market the greater 
prosperity for industry.’ 

He went on to say that apart from the particular problem of Europe, 
the Government believed that the policy should be to reduce trade 
barriers and tariffs. “The object of the country must be to have the 
greatest possible area of free movement of trade so that we can have 
a wider and freer flow of goods.’ 


Introducing the President, Mr. Radford said that during 1960 the 
plastics industry had produced 561,700 tons of material, an increase 
of 60,000 tons over that of 1959. 


‘Our industry once again has beaten all previous records. But 
while our sales increased by 12 per cent., our production increased 
by 19 per cent. This means that we must make a greater effort to 
absorb this increase in production, and this can only be accomplished 
by selling abroad. You have already been exhorted by the Prime 
Minister and the Board of Trade to do this.’ 


Mr. Radford said the Federation strongly supported the fusion 
of EFTA and the E.E.C., and it was hoped the Government would 
produce the means to make this objective possible. 





Agricultural Engineers’ Association 


Mr. Maudling also took opportunity to stress the importance of 
exports and to outline the Government services available to exporters, 
particularly the smaller firms, when he attended the annual luncheon 
of the Agricultural Engineers’ Association in London on April 19.

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‘Britain Must Retain her Name for Quality’ 
—Mr. Niall Macpherson 


REFERENCE to the new arrangements for Export Credits Guarantee 
Department to help small exporters or firms starting in the export 
trade, together with the help available by the Board of Trade to 
exporters, was made by Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Board of Trade when he addressed members of the 
National Federation of Umbrella Manufacturers at their annual 
luncheon in London on April 18. 


Mr. Macpherson said that exports were important to this country 
and anything that industrialists and manufacturers in Britain could 
do to assist in increasing exports would be most welcome. In this 
direction the Board of Trade would gladly give any help in its power 
by supplying information on markets, on import regulations and 
tarifis, and providing advice on agents in the various countries 
throughout the world. 


It was necessary for any manufacturer or industry in this country 
to consider its export policy before trying to sell abroad. They had 
to consider what sort of market they were going to enter — the mass 
market, where competition was great, particularly from Hong Kong 
and Japan, the middle market, or the quality market. It was essential 
that Britain should keep her name for quality and ought not to place 
it in jeopardy by selling shoddy goods on price alone. He told the 
members that if they could widen the home market for umbrellas, 
they might be able to compete abroad on quality and value combined 
in the mass market. 


It was in the quality market that we in Britain had an advantage. 
Paris used to be considered the centre of women’s fashion and London 
for men’s. The Savile Row suit, he said, needed a neatly rolled 
umbrella to go with it. Although Paris had lost much of its pre- 
dominance for women’s fashions, London was still the home of 
manly elegance. ‘I feel sure that the image of manly elegance should 
include a neatly rolled British umbrella —- and not only elegance but 
neatness and competence and efficiency.’

(b) to participants visiting one centre for a longer period, 
travel expenses up to a maximum of N.F. 1,000 and a living 
allowance of N.F. 250 for each period of six working days 
spent in the centre.

Performing Right Tribunal 


Short Particulars of Decision Regarding 
Reference of A.I.C. Ltd. 


IN RESPECT OF PERFORMANCES of copyright music in cinemas, 
the Performing Right Society grant licences in accordance with the 
provisions of what is known as “Tariff C’. 


Although that tariff is in substance of general application, it incor- 
porates by reference certain special agreements which the society has 
made with two separate associations of cinematograph exhibitors, 
through which the individual members of those associations obtain 
certain privileges, mainly by way of discounts from the licence fees 
payable by them. 

The older and by far the larger of the two associations is the 
Cinematograph Exhibitors’ Association of Great Britain and Ireland 
(known as the ‘C.E.A.’). The other, originally a breakaway association 
from the C.E.A., is the Association of Independent Cinemas Ltd. 
(known as the ‘A.I.C.’), which referred the dispute to the Tribunal. 
The C.E.A. joined in the reference as an ‘Interested Party’. 


Shortly, the complaint of the A.I.C. was that, as a result of the 
operation of a scale of discounts related to the size of membership, 
members of the C.E.A. obtained, without (it was argued) any merit 
of their own, a substantial advantage over the members of the A.1.C. 


The question, therefore, for the Tribunal was whether such 
discrimination could be justified. What was said in support of it was 
that an organization of the size and influence of the C.E.A. was of 
such commercial value to the Performing Right Society as to merit 
specially favourable terms. But the Tribunal considered that, while 
that might once have been true, when the industry was rapidly 
expanding, it could now no longer be justified; whereas its effect on 
recruitment of members to the A.I.C. was calculated to operate 
unfairly. It had an even greater penal effect on those independent 
exhibitors who wished to belong to neither association and conse- 
quently qualified for no discount at all. 


The total abolition of discounts, however, would only have the 
effect of giving an unsought bonus to the Society, at the expense of 
all but the few independent exhibitors. On the other hand, there 


was no case for reducing the total fees recoverable from the industry 
by the Society. 


It seemed accordingly to the Tribunal that justice could be met by 
making an all-round allowance from the gross fee arrived at on the 
basis of a formula which was already in satisfactory operation, 
calculated so as to produce, as nearly as possible, the same net 
receipts as the Society was already collecting. 


This result was achieved by fixing the allowance at 7 per cent. 
That represented a net gain of 7 per cent. for the small number of 
independent exhibitors, a gain of 2 per cent. for the members of the 
A.I.C., neither a gain nor a loss for the Performing Right Society, 
and all at the cost of no more than $ per cent. diminution in the 


amount hitherto enjoyed by the members of the C.E.A. by way of 
discount. 





The same minimum fee of six guineas (other than for concerts, for 
which there had always been a minimum of two guineas, and which 
still holds good) was fixed for every exhibitor. Each party was left 
to bear its own costs. A copy of the Decision may be inspected at 
the offices of the Tribunal, 24 Kingsway, London, W.C.2, during 
office hours.

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Purchase Tax on Motor Caravans and Blinds 


AFTER DISCUSSIONS with the trade, the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise have reviewed the requirements which should be fulfilled 
in order that a vehicle may qualify for exemption as a motor caravan, 
and have decided that in future the requirements will be as follows: 


The vehicle must include among its permanently installed equip- 
ment adequate facilities for sleeping, washing, cooking and dining. 
There must also be sufficient storage space in cupboards or lockers 
for bedding, household utensils and food, adequate provision for 
water storage and a wardrobe for hanging clothes. In amplification of 
this: 

(i) washing and cooking functions should be able to be performed 

inside the vehicle; 

(ii) seating arrangements should enable diners to sit up to the table; 

(11) at least one bed must have a minimum length of six feet; 

(iv) the wardrobe must be suitable for hanging clothes and must be not 
less than 1 ft. 6 in. in width and 3 ft. in height measured from 
the hanging rail to the floor (or must be otherwise capable of hold- 
ing a garment of 2ft. 6 in. in length on a hanger); and 

(v) a permanent installation must be provided to house the water 
container or containers, whose total capacity should not be less 
than six gallons. 


Failure to comply with the above-mentioned conditions would 
result in the vehicle becoming chargeable with Purchase Tax. 

Vans having a rated carrying capacity of 10 cwt. or less, are too 
small to be capable of conversion into exempt caravans. 

The attention of the trade is drawn to the fact that there is no 
provision for repayment or remission of tax if a passenger vehicle 
(e.g., an estate car) which has been the subject of a tax charge is later 
converted into a caravan. 


Before any proposed production of a motor caravan is undertaken 
traders are advised to submit detailed plans and full information to 
their local Officer of Customs and Excise. 


Shop Blinds. — After consultation with the trade, the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise have decided that, in future, the provision of 
remote control apparatus for blinds will not in itself effect their 
lability to tax. 

However, blinds which permanently and prominently display a 
shop-keeper’s name, and are made to specification for a shop window, 
will be outside the scope of the tax. 


Exterior Blinds. — The Commissioners have also decided that, 
in future, all types of exterior sun blinds, awnings and canopies will be 
free of tax.

Consultative Committee’s First Meeting 


THE FIRST MEETING of the EFTA Consultitive Committee is to 
take place in London on May 9 and 10. Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
President of the Board of Trade, will preside as chairman of the 
EFTA Council of Ministers. 


The committee, which comprises five representatives of each 
member country, will discuss all aspects of the work of the association. 
‘Two industrialists, a banker and two trade unionists will represent 
the United Kingdom at the meeting. 


Conference on Anglo-Swedish Trade 


S PEAKING at a one-day conference on Anglo-Swedish trade in Lon- 
don on April 19, Mr. Edward Heath, Lord Privy Seal, said that in two 
recent comparable periods Swedish exports to this country increased 
by 23 per cent., but United Kingdom exports to Sweden only 
increased 134 per cent. 


‘l have for some time felt that we have not really realized the full 
potentialities of the EF TA countries, and I hope that we may be able 
to do more and more in the coming years,’ Mr. Heath added. 


Speaking of the efforts towards finding a solution to the problems 
of EFTA and the Common Market, he said; 


“The technical difficulties are very considerable indeed and therefore 
although everybody here has a sense of urgency in trying to deal with 
this matter, we have particular arrangements to make as far as Com- 
monwealth and agricultural industries here at home are concerned. 
At the same time, each of the EF'TA partners has her own problems, 
and we have the closest relations with EFTA and members of the 
Commonwealth, and you can rest assured that we are in the closest 
consultation with all our EF TA partners about the progress we are 
making in this direction. I do not think any of us underestimate the 
importance of this not only economically, but also for Europe as a 
whole. Europe has had a great influence in the past and we hope will 
have a great influence in the future’. 


The conference, organized jointly by the Junior Chambers of Com- 
merce for London and Stockholm, was attended by over 150 business- 
men including 25 delegates from Stockholm. The Swedish delegates 
had a ‘travelling seminar’ in a railway coach specially chartered for the 
first stage of their journey.

U NITED KINGDOM exports in March were valued at £309-9 million, 
imports at {398-9 million, and re-exports {15-3 million. After eliminat- 
ing normal seasonal variation, exports in the first quarter were 4} per 
cent. more than in last the quarter of 1960, and imports 1 per cent. less. 
Compared with the average for the year 1960 exports were 4 per cent. 
more, and imports 1} per cent. more. There was no significant change 
in re-exports. The inclusion in the export figures for the first quarter 
of some goods delayed from last year by the London dock strike in 
September and October accounts for part of the rise in exports 
compared with the previous quarter and a smaller part of the rise 
compared with the year 1960.

Exports 


Exports to all the main areas, except North America and Latin 
America, increased between the final quarter of 1960 and the first 
quarter of 1961, after allowing for seasonal factors. Exports to the 
sterling area increased by 6 per cent., but much of this increase could 
have reflected the export of goods delayed by the strike. Exports to 
Western Europe have been less affected by the strike, and it is clear 
that they have been rising strongly since mid-1960. There was an 
increase of 5 per cent. between the third and fourth quarters of 1960, 
and a further 5 per cent. increase in the first quarter of 1961. Exports 
to North America, after recovering a little from the very low level to 
which they dropped in the middle of 1960, fell back again in the first 
quarter of this year. Exports to Canada continued to recover (the figures 
are not affected by the handing over of the Empress of Canada at the 
end of March; this ship will be recorded in the April figures) but 
exports to the United States have fallen below the lowest levels of 
mid-1960. The very sharp increase in exports to the Soviet Union and 
Eastern Europe between the fourth quarter and the first quarter which 
followed a fall, probably reflects mainly the strike distortions. Exports 
to the rest of the world (mainly the Middle East and Far East) had 
fallen between the first and third quarters of 1960, but by the first 
quarter of 1961 had, even after allowing for the effects of the dock 
strike, probably reached or surpassed the exceptionally high level of a 
year earlier, when they were 15 per cent. above the average 1959 level, 
and 10 per cent. above that of the last three quarters of 1960. 


The increase in exports between the last two quarters was widely 
spread among the various commodities exported. The only major

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exceptions were cars, ships and fuels, exports of which fell, in varying 
degrees, although exports of textiles showed very little increase. 
Exports of machinery and instruments were responsible for most of 
the increase, and were 15 per cent. more than a year earlier. There 
were also substantial increases in exports of commercial vehicles, air- 
craft, metals and miscellaneous metal manufactures, and chemicals; 


exports of the metals group and of aircraft were, however, still less 
than a year earlier. 


Imports 


The fall of 1 per cent. (£5 million a month), seasonally adjusted, 
in imports between the final quarter of 1960 and the first quarter of 
1961 was made up of a sharp fall of £10 million a month (7 per cent.) 
in imports of food, beverages and tobacco, partly offset by increases 
of £3 million in fuels and £2 million in finished manufactures. There 
was little change in imports of industrial materials — a small rise in 
basic materials and a small fall in semi-manufactures. 


Imports in both the final quarter of last year and the first quarter of 
this year were affected by the strike. The effect of the strike on the 
comparison of total imports in the two quarters may have been neg - 
ligible, but the effect on imports of some classes of goods seem to have 
been more important. Considering the run of the seasonally adjusted 
figures over the past twelve months, and taking into account the 
effect of the dock strike, it is clear that imports as a whole passed their 
peak during the second half of 1960, and have since been falling. 
Imports of food, beverages and tabacco rose sharply in the autumn, 
and have since fallen back equally sharply. Imports of industrial mater- 
ials have been falling, probably since the third quarter, but the fall in 
imports of basic materials has been relatively small; the fall between 
the third quarter of 1960 and the last six months amounts to 14 per 
cent., although it would have been larger but for the strike. Imports of 
semi-manufactures fell over this period by 5 per cent. and it seems 
likely that the trend continued downward into the first quarter of this 
year. The sharp rise in imports of fuels (probably not affected by the 
strike) in the most recent quarter follows a similar increase in the 
previous quarter. Imports of finished manufactures have been rising 
again, after showing little change between the second and fourth 
quarters of 1960. This reflects the influence of the rise in imports of 
capital goods, now dominating the trend in total finished manufactures. 
During the latter part of 1960 the rise was offset by the fall in imports 
of cars. Import of clothing and footwear were rising throughout this 
period. 

Imports from the overseas sterling area and from North America 
have been falling recently. Imports from the sterling area in the first 
quarter of 1961 were 5 per cent. less than a year earlier. The decrease 
from North America has offset only about a half of the sharp increase 
between the first and third quarters of last year, and in the first quarter 
of this year imports were still 5 per cent. more than a year earlier. 
Imports from Western Europe declined in the third quarter of last 
year when car imports fell, but they have since increased substantially, 
to a level 6 per cent. above that of the first quarter of 1960. 


The Balance of Trade 


The difference between imports and total exports, as recorded in the 
Trade Accounts, is not a measure of the balance of external payments 
on current account for merchandise (‘the visible balance’), much less 
of the total balance of payments on current account, which includes 
receipts and payments for services. The overall balance of payments 
also, of course, takes account of capital movements. The method of 
estimating the visible element of the current balance of payments 
has, however, recently been revised* and it is now based to a larger 
extent on the trade statistics. There are still differences, the most 
important of which is that imports are valued in the balance of pay- 
ments f.o.b., whereas in the trade statistics they are valued c.i.f., 
i.e., they include the cost of freight and insurance. Other adjustments 
of valuation and of coverage are also made to the trade figures, but 
movements in the balance of trade are now a better guide than they 
have been in the past to movements in that part of the current balance 
which reflects imports and exports of goods. Between the third 
and fourth quarters of 1960 the excess of imports (c.1.f.) over exports 
and re-exports (f.o.b.) was reduced from £264 million to £229 
million. In the first quarter this year there was a further improvement 
to a deficit of £179 million.

Area Pattern of Exports 
Sterling Area 


Exports to the sterling area increased by 6 per cent. in the first 
quarter to a level 7 per cent. above that of a year earlier. Exports to 
most countries showed a higher rate of increase over a year 
earlier than in the previous quarter but the increases are thought to 
have been due to the inclusion in the latest quarter’s figures of goods 
delayed by the strike last year. Exports to Australia and New Zealand 
in the first quarter were 6 per cent. and 44 per cent. respectively 
higher than a year earlier, but allowing for normal seasonal variation, 
there was little change compared with the fourth quarter. Exports to 
New Zealand accounted for about half of the increase in the total 
between the first quarters of the two years. Exports to South Africa 
were at the level of a year earlier, after having been 2 per cent. less in the 
fourth quarter. Exports to India, despite a substantial increase on 
the previous quarter were still 4 per cent. down on a year earlier; 
exports to Pakistan and Malaya and Singapore were up by 13 per cent. 
and 17 per cent., but exports to Ceylon were 15 per cent. less. Increases 
on a year earlier were also recorded to Ghana (+21 per cent.), Nigeria 
(+7 per cent.), Rhodesia and Nyasaland (+5 per cent.) and British 
East Africa (+11 per cent.) but exports to the West Indies were 
15 per cent. less. There was a sharp increase in exports to the Irish 
Republic between the fourth quarter of 1960 and the first quarter of 
1961 when exports were 22 per cent. more than a year earlier. 


North America 


After a partial recovery in the fourth quarter last year, exports to 
North America in the first quarter, seasonally adjusted, returned to 
the low level of mid-1960 and were 26 per cent. less than a year earlier; 
cars accounted for three-quarters of this reduction and steel and non- 
ferrous metal for most of the remainder. The fall compared with the 
third quarter was entirely in exports to the United States; the recovery 
in exports to Canada continued. Compared with a year earlier, 
exports to the United States were down by 35 per cent. and exports to 
Canada were still down by 11 per cent. 


Western Europe 


Exports to Western Europe rose strongly in the last two quarters 
with successive quarter-to-quarter increases of 5 per cent.; in the 
first quarter exports were 9 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 
‘Three-quarters of the increase compared with the fourth quarter of 
1960 was in exports to the European Economic Community; exports 


to the Free Trade Association, seasonally adjusted, continued at the 
fourth quarter level. 


Compared with a year earlier, exports to the European Economic 
Community were 11 per cent. more; the higher level of exports was 
mainly due to exports to France, up by a quarter, and to Italy, 35 per 
cent. up (there was a sharp increase to both countries between the 
last two quarters). Exports to the Netherlands and Belgium were 
6 per cent. and 11 per cent. more but to Western Germany 3 per cent. 
less. Exports to the Free Trade Association were 3 per cent. up on a 
year earlier; exports were greater to Sweden (+5 per cent.), Norway 
(+16 per cent.), and Portugal (+20 per cent.) and were less to 
Denmark (—2 per cent.), Switzerland (—8 per cent.) and Austria 
(—11 per cent.). Exports to Spain and Finland were 25 per cent. and 
15 per cent. more than a year earlier. 


Latin America 


Exports to Latin America fell in the first quarter to a level 10 per 
cent. below that of a year earlier. ‘The fall was primarily due to exports 
to Venezuela, down by more than half on a year earlier, but exports 
to Mexico, Argentina and Cuba were also lower by 9 per cent., 5 per 
cent. and 19 per cent. respectively. On the other hand there were 
increases in exports to Brazil (+16 per cent.), Colombia (+7 per 
cent .), Chile (+13 per cent.), Peru (+32 per cent.) and Uruguay 
{+ 18 per cent.). 


Soviet Union and Eastern Europe 


A very sharp increase in the first quarter in exports to the Soviet 
Union and Eastern Europe followed a fall in the final quarter of 1960, 
and was probably mainly due to the shipment of goods delayed by the 
dock strike. Compared with a year earlier, exports were up by 17 
per cent.; most of this increase was in exports to Roumania which 
were at six times the level of a year earlier; but exports were also

greater to the Soviet Union (+7 per cent.), Poland (+13 per cent.), 
Eastern Germany (+22 per cent.), Hungary (+23 per cent.) and 
Czechoslovakia (+13 per cent.). 


Other Non-sterling 


Exports to other non-sterling countries continued to recover in the 
first quarter with a sharp increase of 12 per cent., mainly to the Middle 
East. They were 6 per cent. more than in the first quarter of 1960; 
exports to Japan were up by 45 per cent., and exports to the non- 
sterling Middle East by 17 per cent. Exports to China were only half 
as much as a year earlier. 


The Commodity Pattern of Exports 


Engineering Products 


An increase of some 9 per cent., allowing for normal seasonal 
variation, between the fourth quarter of 1960 and the first quarter 
of this year brought the value of exports of engineering products 
2 per cent. above the level of a year earlier. Exports of machinery and 
instruments were 15 per cent. more than in the first quarter of 1960, 
but increases in this group and in commercial vehicles were largely 
offset by a reduction by half in exports of cars and chassis and by 
lower deliveries of ships and aircraft. 

Exports of machinery and instruments have recently been growing 
strongly: in the fourth quarter of 1960 there was an increase of some 
5 per cent. over the previous quarter, after allowing for normal 
seasonal variation, and this was followed by an increase of about 
13 per cent. between the fourth quarter and the first quarter of 
1961, when exports were 15 per cent. above the level of a year earlier.

The increases were well spread. In the non-electric machinery group, 
more than average increases over a year earlier were recorded for 
excavating machinery (39 per cent. up), textile machinery (36 per 
cent. up), new aero engines (33 per cent. up), mechanical handling 
equipment (20 per cent. up), and machine tools (24 per cent. up) 
among other items. Exports of internal combustion engines, tractors 
and office machinery were 13 per cent., 8 per cent. and 14 per cent. 
respectively more than a year earlier, but there was a heavy fall in 
exports of steam turbines. Exports of electric machinery and appli- 
ances, in total 13 per cent. more than a year earlier, included increases 
of 31 per cent. in exports of valves and radio equipment, 12 per cent. 
in transformers and switchgear and 10 per cent. in generators and 
motors, but exports of electric wires and cables were down by 19 per 
cent. and of telegraph and telephone equipment by 6 per cent. 
Exports of electric cooking and heating appliances and portable 
mechanical appliances were 21 per cent. and 42 per cent. respectively 
more than a year earlier and of domestic washing machines 27 per 
cent. more. Exports of scientific instruments were 13 per cent. up; 
examples of increases included photographic apparatus and supplies, 
15 per cent. up, and engineering and industrial instruments 16 
per cent. up. 


No sign of a recovery in car exports has yet appeared in the figures. 
Exports in the first quarter were slightly less than in the fourth quarter 
and only half as great as a year earlier. Exports to the United States 
were one-tenth of the value in the first quarter of 1960 and exports to 
Canada were down to one-third. There were also large reductions in 
exports to South Africa, Rhodesia and Nyasaland, Australia, Sweden 
Denmark and the Netherlands, but exports to New Zealand and 
Switzerland were greater. Exports of commercial vehicles and chassis 
increased strongly in the first quarter when they were 42 per cent. 
greater than a year earlier; in the fourth quarter of 1960 they had been 
12 per cent. greater. Deliveries of aircraft rose sharply but were still 
13 per cent. less than in the first quarter of 1960. Deliveries of ships, 
39 per cent. down on a year earlier, were much lower than usual. 
(Figures of deliveries of both ships and aircraft are particularly 
subject to fluctuation).

Metals 
Exports of metais have been recovering since mid-1960. In the 


first quarter, an increase over the last quarter of 1960 was entirely 


due to iron and steel; allowing for normal seasonal variation the 
increase for the metals group as a whole was of the order of 5 per cent. 
There was little change in total compared with a year earlier; exports 
of iron and steel and non-ferrous metals respectively were down by 
4 per cent. and 11 per cent., but exports of miscellaneous metal 
manufactures were 13 per cent. greater. 


Textiles 


Exports of textile manufactures have shown little change recently, 
an increase over the previous quarter in the total for this commodity 
group was probably mainly seasonal. ‘They were 1 per cent. down on a 
year earlier; increases of 13 per cent. and 5 per cent. respectively in 
exports of man-made fibre yarns and fabrics and miscellaneous 
textile manufactures, particularly carpets, were nearly balanced by 
falls of 9 per cent. and 4 per cent. in exports of wool yarns and fabrics 
and cotton yarns and woven fabrics. Exports of wool tops were 13 per 
cent. by value and 6 per cent. in quantity less than a year earlier. 


Most of the fall in exports of wool yarns and fabrics is accounted 
for by a fall in exports of fabrics to the United States, which in 
part at least, merely reflects the ending of the duty quota system, 
which used to lead to a heavy concentration of imports in the first 
few months of each year. 


Other Manufactures

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the increase was mainly due to rubber tyres and tubes, 14 per cent. up. 
Exports of paper, pottery and glass and printed matter were higher 
than a year earlier by 7 per cent., 6 per cent. and 13 per cent. respec- 
tively, but exports of clothing and footwear were down by 3 per cent. 


Other Exports 


Exports of food, beverages and tobacco continued at the level of a 
year earlier; a fall between the last two quarters wes seasonal. Exports 
of whisky were 22 per cent. more than in the first quarter of 1960, 
but exports of cereals were down by a third due to much lower 
shipments of barley. Exports of sugar and sugar preparations were 
30 per cent. down. 

Exports of basic materials were at the level of a year earlier; wool 
tops were down by 13 per cent., but there were substantial increases 
in synthetic rubber and staple fibre. A 15 per cent. reduction in exports 
of mineral fuels and lubricants was mainly due to refined petroleum, 
18 per cent. down on a year earlier. Coal exports were down by 
10 per cent.

Chemical exports in the first quarter were 9 per cent. greater than a 
year earlier. Exports of chemical elements and compounds and pig- 
ments, paints, etc., were 13 per cent. and 12 per cent. respectively greater 
than a year earlier and exports of drugs and medicines and soaps and 
toilet preparations were 8 per cent. and 12 per cent. up. Exports of 
plastics materials, however, were little greater in value than in the 
first quarter of 1960 despite a 12 per cent. increase by weight. 

Exports of rubber manufactures were 15 per cent. up on a year earlier ; 





Re-exports 


Compared with a year earlier total re-exports were 11 per cent. 
up; there was no significant change between the last two quarters. 
Re-exports of rubber in total more than doubled; shipments to the 
Soviet Union in the first quarter were {5 million greater than a 
year earlier, but there were smaller shipments to other countries. 
There were also substantial increases in re-exports of tea, precious 
metals and non-ferrous base metals (mainly copper), but shipments of 
fur skins and raw wool were reduced. 


Commodity Pattern of Imports 


Food, Beverages and Tobacco 


The steep rise in the value, seasonally adjusted, of imports of 
food, beverages and tobacco in the Autumn of last year and the 
subsequent fall seems to have been due, in part, to changes in the 
level of imports of meat, dairy products and raw cocoa. Other com- 
modities must have contributed to the movement in the total, but 
it is difficult to isolate them, especially as the seasonally adjusted total 
showed a somewhat similar movement in the corresponding period of 
1959-60. Price changes made some contribution; the import price 
index for food, beverages and tobacco rose from 95 in August to 
99 in October and November and subsequently fell to 94 in February. 
Part of this movement is, however, seasonal. 


Compared with a year earlier, imports of meat in the first quarter 
were down in value by 4 per cent. Some part of this fall may have 
been due to lower prices, particularly for mutton and lamb, but there 
was a substantial fall in the weight of imports of carcase meat, both 
beef and mutton, and bacon. Imports of dairy products cost 23 per 
cent. less than a year earlier, as a result of a sharp fall in prices. ‘The 
average value of butter imports had fallen by nearly 30 per cent. 
(though it was still 10 per cent. above the average level of 1958) 
and 6 per cent. more butter cost 24 per cent. less. Cheese imports 
were down by 23 per cent. in quantity and 33 per cent. in value.

Imports of tea were 16 per cent. more in value than a year earlier, 
and 12 per cent. more in quantity. Cocoa imports were little different 
in quantity and value from the previous quarter, but then they had 
been 125 per cent. more in quantity than a year earlier and in the first 
quarter of this year they were 32 per cent. less than a year earlier. 
Imports from the new crop began to arrive earlier than usual this 


season, the total quantity imported in the last six months was 4 per 
cent. more than a year earlier. 


Industrial Materials 


Total imports of industrial materials, seasonally adjusted, in the 
first quarter of 1961 were little different in value from the previous 
quarter though distinctly below the level of the third quarter of 1960. 
They were 2} per cent. more than a year earlier, with a 3 per cent 
increase in basic materials, and a 2 per cent. increase in semi- 
manufactures. 


Among basic materials, imports of timber and woodpulp and rubber 
cost more than a year earlier, and imports of wool, cotton, hides and 
skins and oil seeds and oils cost less. The fall in imports of wool was 
due solely to lower prices; the quantity imported was 9 per cent. more. 
The increase in the cost of rubber imports was more than balanced by 
an increase in re-exports. Imports of natural rubber were up sharply 
and the increase was not completely offset by the rise in re-exports. 
But imports of synthetic rubber were down by 38 per cent. (and 
exports, now more than half imports, were nearly doubled). 


Among semi-manufactures, most categories were still showing 
increases on a year earlier, but imports of iron and steel were down by 
22 per cent., and of non-ferrous metals by 10 per cent. The fall in 


imports of iron and steel was due to a very sharp decline in imports of 


steel sheets; many other items showed increases. The fall in imports 


of non-ferrous metals was partly due to lower prices, but imports of 


aluminium and zinc were much less in quantity than a year earlier. 
Imports of copper, which had fallen sharply in the final quarter of 
1960, increased again in the first quarter of 1961, when they were 
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and there was also an increase in imports of 
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11 per cent. more than a year earlier in quantity, although 3 per cent 
less in value. 

The increase in imports of chemicals has slowed down, and perhaps 
levelled off. In the first quarter of 1961 imports were only 3 per cent. 
more than a year earlier, compared with an increase of 27 per cent. 
between 1959 and 1960. Imports of fertilizers, plastic materials, and 
other organic chemicals were less than a year earlier. Imports of woced 
manufactures (mainly plywood, building board, etc.) and of newsprint, 
paper and board have shown progressively smaller increases compared 
with the year earlier, but in the first quarter were still 6 per cent. and 
9 per cent. more than a year earlier. The rate of increase in imports of 
textile manufactures also seems to have diminished, but may still be 
substantial. Imports of cotton yarns and fabrics in the first quarter 
were 36 per cent. more than a year earlier. 


Imports of man-made fibre yarns (and also staple fibre) were less. 
‘There were large imports of silver bullion in the first quarter, amount- 


ing to over £5 million, compared with less than {10 million in 
the whole of last year.

Fuels 


Imports of petroleum and petroleum products have been increasing. 
In the first quarter of 1961 imports of crude petroleum were 26 per 
cent. more than a year earlier in quantity, and 19 per cent. more by 
value. Imports of refined petroleum, on the other hand, had fallen, 
compared with a year earlier, by 15 per cent. in value and rather 
more in quantity terms.

Finished Manufactures 


Imports of finished manufactures as a whole showed little change 
between the second and fourth quarters of 1960, but there was a 
significant increase in the first quarter of 1961, in spite of a fall in 
imports of aircraft of £6 million as a result of the completion of the 
delivery of Boeing 707 aircraft to B.O.A.C. in January. The stability 
in the total in the latter part of 1960 was due to a fall in imports of 
cars and some other durable consumer goods, and some slowing up in 
the increase in imports of clothing and footwear, while imports of 
capital goods continued to increase. In the first quarter of this year 
there was little further fall in imports of cars, and imports of clothing 
and footwear increased substantially. Imports of machinery and 


instruments continued to rise, possibly at a rather faster rate than 
previously.

The table shows separately figures for consumer goods, so far as they 
are distinguishable in the Trade Accounts, for a small group of 
‘special items’ which are neither capital goods nor consumer goods, 
and the residual, which consists mainly of capital goods, but includes 
some other goods, such as components and consumable tools, which 
are purchased by firms on current account rather than on capital 
account. Imports of consumer goods in the first quarter of this 
year were 6 per cent. less than a year earlier. Imports of cars and motor- 
cycles were down by 75 per cent. Imports of other durable goods 
(domestic appliances, tape recorders, etc.) were at the same level as a 
year earlier. Imports of clothing and other non-durables were nearly a 
quarter more than a year earlier; this was, however, a substantially 
lower rate of increase than between 1959 and 1960. Imports of machin- 
ery and instruments (excluding consumer goods) continued to 
increase at a high rate, and in the first quarter were 35 per cent. more 
than a year earlier. Imports of machine tools were up by 57 per cent., 


of textile machinery by 49 per cent. and of office machinery by 50 per 
cent. 


Sources of Imports 


The fall in imports since the third quarter of 1960 has been wholly 
in imports from the sterling area and from North America. Imports 
from Western Europe and from non-sterling primary producing 
countries have been rising. 

By the first quarter of 1961 imports from the sterling area had fallen 
5 per cent. or {21 million below the level of a year earlier. It seems 
likely that the whole of this fall was due to prices. By countries, the 
main falls in value were from Australia (18 per cent., £10 million), 
New Zealand (24 per cent., £15 million), Nigeria (18 per cent., £4 
million), Ghana (29 per cent., {2 million), Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
(10 per cent., £2 million) and Pakistan (15 per cent., £1} million). 
Nearly all these declines are due mainly to lower prices, particularly 
of wool, meat, dairy products, cocoa, oilseeds and copper. Imports from 
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the Irish Republic were 26 per cent., or £7 million up on a year earlier, 
and there were also increases in imports from India, Malaya and 
Singapore, the West Indies and Hong Kong. 


Imports from North America have been falling since the third 
quarter of 1960, and by the first quarter of 1961 were only 5 per cent. 
more than in the corresponding quarter a year earlier. Imports from

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Canada were slightly less than a year earlier, but imports from the 
United States were £11 million or 9 per cent. more; an increase of 
£9 million, or 47 per cent. in machinery and instruments, and {2 
million in aircraft (the last of the 15 Boeings) is sufficient to account 
for this. Imports from Western Europe had risen sharply in the first 
half of 1960, but subsequently fell, before resuming their rise at 
the end of the year. By the first quarter of 1961 they were 6 per cent. 
more than a year earlier, but imports from the European Economic 
Community were below the level of a year earlier, with a marked fall 
in imports from Belgium. Imports from other Common Market 
countries, except France, were down by smaller amounts; imports 
from France were up by 13 per cent. Imports from members of the 
European Free Trade Association were 11 per cent. more than a year 
earlier, with increases of 13 per cent. from Sweden, 16 per cent. from 
Switzerland, 23 per cent. from Austria, and 42 per cent. from Portugal. 
Imports from Denmark were 5 per cent. more than a year earlier, but 
seem to have shown little increase lately. Imports from Finland, 
not included in the total for the Free Trade Association countries, 
were up by 28 per cent., with most of the increase in timber and 
plywood. 


Imports from the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe were 26 per 
cent. more than a year earlier, with an increase of 41 per cent. (£5 
million) in imports from the Soviet Union alone. Imports from Latin 
America were 4 per cent. more than a year earlier, after being below 
the previous year’s level through most of 1960. There were particularly 
marked increases in imports from Uruguay (82 per cent.), Peru 
(35 per cent.), and Brazil (25 per cent.). Imports from other non- 
sterling countries were 13 per cent. more than a year earlier, with 
much of the increase coming from the Middle East and Japan.

Imports Freed from Import Control 


By 1957 impurts of all kinds from the Sterling Area and of most 
goods from Western Europe had been freed from import control. 
Imports of chemicals, machinery and consumer goods from the 
Dollar Area and of many consumer goods from Japan were still 
restricted, though some imports were allowed from these countries 
under licence. During 1958 and 1959 most of the remaining restric- 
tions on imports from the Dollar Area and Western Europe were 
lifted. The controls on raw cotton and petroleum and petroleum 
products from the Dollar Area, which had not for some years been 
used to restrict imports, were also abolished. Imports from the Eastern 
Area of all goods other than raw materials and basic foodstufts 
remained subject to control. 


The table below shows how far liberalized imports (that ts, imports 
of the goods which were freed from control during 1958 and 1959 
from the areas from which imports had formerly been restricted) 
contributed to the increase in total imports between 1958 and 1960. 
The figures are summarized by main classes of commodities. They 
show, for each class, (a) liberalized imports, (b) imports of goods of the 
same types from all sources, including sources from which they had 
not been controlled at the end of 1957 and sources from which they 
were still controlled at the end of 1959, and (c) total imports of all goods 
in the class. The figures are the best estimates that can be made by 
relating the commodity classification used in the Orders imposing 
and lifting import controls to the Statistical Classification for imports. 
Imports in the year 1958 were not much affected, in total, by the 
relaxation of controls during that year. 


The increases in imports of goods freed from control from the 
countries from which they had been controlled do not measure the

effect of liberalization. During 1959 and 1960 imports were expanding 
strongly with the recovery in industrial production, re-stocking and 
the growth of fixed investment and consumption. It is for these 
reasons that imports from all sources increased substantially, and it is 
almost certain that even if import controls had been maintained, 
additional licences would have been issued to meet the needs of the 
expanding economy. Further, if the controls had been maintained, 
imports of similar goods from other sources would have been larger, 
there would have been larger imports of other goods, either sub- 
stitutes, or materials for the manufacture of similar goods in the 
United Kingdom, and some United Kingdom products would have 
been diverted from export to the home market. The increases in 
liberalized imports must therefore be regarded as providing no more 
than an upper limit to the cost of liberalization; the net cost to the 
balance of payments cannot be estimated, but must have been sub- 
stantially smaller. 

Between 1958 and 1960 total imports into the United Kingdom 
increased by £509 million. Imports from all sources of the types of 
goods affected by liberalization in 1958 and 1959 increased by £381 
million, but imports of these goods from the sources to which the 
controls had previously applied increased by only £175 million and 
accounted for less than a quarter of the total increase. The greater 
part of the rise in imports was in trade which was already unrestricted 
at the beginning of this period. 

More than half (£485 million) of the increase of £809 million in 
total imports consisted of basic materials and semi-manufactures for 
industry. Finished manufactures contributed £224 million to the 
increase and, of this, {96 million, or 43 per cent., consisted of liberal-

ized imports, mostly capital goods; liberalized imports of consumer 
goods accounted for about £30 million, of which £15 million repre- 
sented the large imports of cars from Western Europe in 1960, 
three-quarters of them in the first half of the year. Imports of liberalized 
finished manufactures from the Dollar Area, mainly machinery, 
contributed less than a tenth of the increase in the total import bill 
between 1958 and 1960.

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Deliveries of Scientific and Industrial Instruments and Apparatus—Fourth Quarter 1960 


THE VOLUME of total deliveries of scientific and industrial instru- 
ments and apparatus in the fourth quarter of 1960 was 11 per cent. 
more than a year earlier. In 1960 the volume of deliveries was 12 per 
cent. and 20 per cent. more than in 1959 and 1958 respectively. 


Export deliveries rose throughout 1960. In the fourth quarter they 
were 32 per cent. more than a year earlier and in the year as a whole 
export deliveries 26 per cent. more. 

In 1960 the increase in total deliveries was spread over all categories 
of instruments in the group except nautical, aeronautical and gunnery 
control instruments for which deliveries were 3 per cent. less than in 
1959, although export deliveries were 5 per cent. more. The increase 
in deliveries of optical instruments (17 per cent.), industrial process 
measuring and control instruments (18 per cent.) and ‘other’ scientific 
and industrial instruments and apparatus (23 per cent.) were par- 
ticularly large.

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Orders, Deliveries, Production and Exports in the Engineering Industries 


THE FLOw of new orders to the industries producing engineering 
and electrical goods (Order VI of the Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tion), locomotives and railway track equipment, railway carriages and 
wagons, heavy commercial vehicles and wheeled tractors, which 
increased in January, accelerated in February. As in January the whole 
of the increase was in orders from the home market. With net new 
orders exceeding deliveries substantially the volume of orders on hand 
in these engineering and allied industries increased by 3 per cent. and 
for the home market by 4 per cent. 


It is provisionally estimated that the volume of production in the 
engineering and electrical goods industries in February was 5 per cent. 
more than in February 1960. Taking January and February together 


to lessen the effect of erratic movements production in the first two 
months of 1961 was 3 per cent. more than a year earlier; the corres- 
ponding increase in the fourth quarter of last year was 4 per cent. 


An account of the statistics of deliveries, orders on hand and 
net new orders in Table 1 for the wider group of engineering and 
allied industries with definitions of the industries covered was 
published in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on July 22, 1960 
(page 182). A description of the scheme of engineering statistics 
with details of the basis and scope of the statistics in Table 2 and 
definitions of the industries covered appeared in an article in the 
Board of Trade Journal on May 8, 1959 (page 1077).

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Stocks and Capital Expenditure in 


THE ACCOMPANYING tables present estimates of the stocks and 
capital expenditure of the distributive and services trades based on the 
results of the annual inquiries into these trades, the latest of which 
related to 1959. These inquiries which are taken under Section 1 of the 
Statistics of Trade Act, 1947, are being repeated annually, though not 
necessarily with exactly the same scope or coverage each year. Forms 
for the inquiry for 1960 were issued earlier this year. 


Purpose of the Annual Inquiry 


The annual inquiries are part of the programme initiated in 1956 
for improving and extending information about the economic situation. 
‘Their purpose is to obtain more complete and reliable measures of the 
demands made on the country’s resources by stock building and fixed 
capital expenditure in the distributive and services trades.*. Corres- 
ponding information has for a good many years been obtained from 
industry in the annual censuses of production. 


A number of firrns in the distributive and service trades also give 
each quarter voluntary returns of their stocks and capital expenditure 
(in some cases monthly information on stocks) which provide a 
valuable indication of short-term changes in investment. But these 
indications of what is happening cannot always be truly representative, 
because not all the businesses approached, particularly the smaller 
ones, are able to contribute short-term figures. The annual inquiry 
by obtaining returns once a year from a broader range of businesses 
supplements the more frequent voluntary returns and enables them 
to be used to better advantage. 


Scope and Method of the Inquiry 

A wide range of trades has been covered by the annual inquiries, 
the more important in regard to stocks and capital expenditure being 
wholesale and retail distribution; transport and communication; 
property companies; entertainment; catering, hotels, etc.; and motor 
distributors, garages, and filling stations. The scope of the inquiry 
for 1959 is shown by the industry headings in Table 1 and Table 2. 

‘The inquiries for 1956, 1957 and 1958 were confined to incorporated 
businesses, because when the annual inquiry was first begun the register 
of companies was the only available register of businesses in the 
distributive and service trades. In the inquiry for 1959 unincorporated 
businesses in the distributive trades have been included for the first 
time. This was made possible for the retail trades by using the 
register of shops compiled for the sample census of distribution for 
1957. The inquiry for 1959 was also extended to include a full-scale 
survey of the wholesale trades the results of which have already been 
published in the Board of Trade Journal for April 7, 1961. In the

inquiry being made this year for 1960, a further improvement is 
being made by the inclusion of unincorporated catering firms. 


The inquiry for 1959 was taken on a sampling basis except for the 
wholesale trades. As in the census of production for 1959, returns were 
made for business units and covered the whole of the business of 
a firm or of a group of companies (excluding any subsidiaries mainly 
operating overseas). Where, however, a firm was engaged in a number 
of quite different activities, separate returns for each main activity or 
division were required. The use of a business unit basis in both the 
census and the annual inquiry has made it possible to dovetail their 
results more closely than before. To avoid any possible duplication 
firms were asked not to provide information for the annual inquiry 
if it was already being provided for the census of production, and 
vice versa. 


Results of the Inquiry 


Hitherto the published results of the annual inquiry? have related 
to companies registered in Great Britain. The extension of the inquiry 
for 1959 to include unincorporated businesses in the distributive trades 
makes it possible to publish estimates of the total stocks and capital 
expenditure of all businesses in the United Kingdom engaged in 
distribution, and these figures are given in Table 1 together with 
corresponding estimates for previous annual inquiry years. The 
estimates made for 1956, 1957 and 1958 are not as reliable as those for 
1959, except those for retailing in 1957, which are based on the census 
of distribution for that year 


In Table 2 the figures relate to companies incorporated in Great 
Britain before the fourth quarter of 1959. To arrive at the total 
capital expenditure of the service trades covered, these figures need to 
be augmented by estimates for unincorporated businesses. These 
adjustments cannot be estimated with precision, and are therefore not 
given here, but analyses of trading profits and depreciation made by 
the Board of Inland Revenue provide some indication of the proportion 
of the private sector total which is accounted for by unincorporated 
businesses. These proportions vary, of course, for different kinds of 
business: they are, for example, much higher in catering, hotels, etc., 
where unincorporated businesses are numerous and important in total, 
than in cinemas, theatres, radio, etc., where unincorporated businesses 
are less important. 


The capital expenditure of catering companies in 1959 is on a 
different basis from annual inquiry figures for previous years because 
of a change in the treatment of brewery companies’ capital expenditure

on public houses. In the inquiry for 1959 brewery companies reported 
their capital expenditure only on public houses which they themselves 
ran as managed houses; their expenditure on public houses run by 
tenants was reported in the census of production for 1959. This was a 
change on previous practice in which all capital expenditure on public 
houses was included in the annual inquiry and none in the census. 
In the inquiry for 1959 firms were asked for the first time to give 
details of their purchases and sales of land and existing buildings. 
It is estimated for the distributive trades in the United Kingdom 
(Table 1) that purchases amounted to {50 million and sales to £40 
million. For the companies covered in Table 2 purchases totalled 


of £99 million and sales of £53 rnillion made by property companies. 
NOTES 
Description of Terms Used 


(1) Stocks are shown at the values adopted for balance sheet 
purposes; they do not include the stocks of companies mainly 
operating abroad. 

(2) Capital expenditure represents all expenditure charged to the 
capital asset accounts, including capital items bought on hire 
purchase and expenditure on the replacement of assets des- 
troyed under circumstances (e.g., fire) which have given rise to 
an insurance claim.

U.K. Tourist Trade Earned £187 m. in 1960 


FINAL ESTIMATES for 1960 give a total of 1,669,000 oversea visitors 
to the United Kingdom — an increase of 20 per cent. compared with 
1959. The year 1960 therefore proved even more of a record-breaker 
for tourism than the previous year. 

There has been a marked expansion in the number of visitors 
coming by air — indeed, air travel now accounts for 55 per cent. of 
this traffic, compared with 51 per cent. in 1959. 

It is estimated that total receipts from tourist expenditure in the 
United Kingdom during the year 1960 were £187 million — an 
increase of 22-5 per cent., which is more than double the increase 
between 1958 and 1959. 


Europe 

Although the increase in the number of all European visitors was 
only 16 per cent. in 1960 (compared with 20 per cent. for all visitors), 
the number of Belgians who came to this country increased by 27 per 
cent. All the increases are substantially larger than the increases 
recorded m 1959. 


In-Transit Passengers 

While the estimates of the number of visitors do not include those 
in transit through the United Kingdom, there was a further rise of 
20 per cent. in this traffic in 1960. This compares with the previous 
year's exceptional increase of 29 per cent. on 1958. 


Notes on Estimates 

The estimates relate to tourists and business visitors who intend to 
stay in the United Kingdom for periods up to a year. Estimates of 
numbers do not include visitors from the Irish Republic or persons in 
transit through the United Kingdom, but an allowance for the 
expenditure in this. country of these persons is included in the esti- 
mates of expenditure. In all cases the number of visitors is to be 
interpreted as the number of visits: repeated visits by the same person 
are each counted in the totals. 

Estimates of the number of visitors are built up from several 
sources of information. Details of the number of foreign visitors 
classified by nationalities are obtained from Home Office records. 

Estimates of receipts are made with the help of the British Travel 
and Holidays Association by combining the numbers of visitors with 
estimates of their average expenditure per head in the United King- 
dom. These estimates exclude fares to and from the United Kingdom.

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Production of Man-made Fibres in March 


PRODUCTION of man-made fibres in March was 13 per cent. less 
than in March 1960; in the first three months of the year production 
was 11 per cent. less than in the corresponding period last year, most 
of this decrease being in staple fibre. 


Total deliveries of man-made fibres in the first quarter were 
13 per cent. less than in the same quarter of 1960. Deliveries of 
continuous yarn for weaving purposes increased by 11 per cent. but 
deliveries of continuous filament yarn to other industries and deliveries 
of staple fibre to all industries were less than a year earlier. Continuous 
filament yarn deliveries to the hosiery and lace industries were 7 and 
29 per cent. less respectively and deliveries of staple fibre for cotton 
spinning and wool spinning were 22 and 14 per cent. less. Compared 
with a year earlier, exports of continuous filament yarn were 10 per 
cent. less and exports of staple fibre 24 per cent. less.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament 


Tuesday, April 18 


IN THE House of Lords a member asked whether, with regard to 
the application for a revision of the synthetic fibre duties of July 
14, 1958, which was advertised under the Import Duties Act of 
1958, an announcement was made in February last that the application 
had been rejected, and what were the reasons for such rejection. 

The Earl of Dundee replied: “Yes. In accordance with normal 
practice, the main reasons for the decision to reject this application 
were communicated in writing to the applicants at the time of the 
announcement.’ 


Thursday, April 20 


Imports of Foreign Eggs 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was 
asked what representations he had received from the British Egg 
Marketing Board and other producers’ organizations complaining of 
Roumanian eggs being sold here at a price below the cost of production 
and marketing; whether his inquiries showed that an export subsidy 
direct or indirect was being paid; and whether he was taking action 
under the anti-dumping law. The President was also asked whether 
he was aware of the concern in Essex and elsewhere at the recent 
importation of cheap Roumanian eggs at a time of abundance in 
England; what action H.M. Government had taken, or intended to 
take ; and whether he would make a statement. In reply Mr. Maudling 
said the Board of Trade had received an application from the pro- 
ducers’ organizations for an anti-dumping duty on Roumanian and 
Polish eggs and were examining it urgently. 
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Tuesday, April 25 


Eliminating Tax Concessions to Exporters 


The President was asked to what extent it was the policy of H.M. 
Government mutually to agree with other countries to amend existing 
agreements connected with giving tax concessions to exporters; and 
what factors limited the pursuit of such a policy. In reply, Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, Minister of State, said the policy of H.M. Government was to 
secu,e the elimination of export subsidies and to this end they had 
sought to strengthen the international rules which restricted the 
grant of tax concessions for exports. This policy enjoyed the support 
of organized industry. 


International Agreements affecting Exports 

Further questioned on what international agreements affecting 
exports had been amended in recent years with the agreement of 
H.M. Government, Mr. Erroll said he understood the questioner had 
in mind the international agreements relating to the use of tax con- 
cessions and other financial aids to export. Changes designed to 
strengthen the international rules against artificial aids to exports had 
been made both in O.E.E.C. and GATT. The EFTA Convention 
also included similar provisions. The most important changes were 
those introduced with the agreement of the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment, during 1960. 


Local Employment Act Assistance 


Asked if he was aware of the delay in determining the financial 
assistance that could be given under the provisions of the Local 
Employment Act; and what proposals he had to eliminate such delays, 
Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
said “There was certainly delay last year while the Advisory Com- 
mittee were disposing of a considerable backlog of cases submitted 
under previous legislation. But once the applicant has submitted 
up-to-date accounts and other necessary information, cases are now 
dealt with in about two months. 


Trade Between United Kingdom and South Africa 


The President was asked to what extent trade between the United 
Kingdom and the Union of South Africa was governed by imperial 
preference agreements; what proposals he had for terminating these 
agreements; and when he would lay proposals on this subject before 
Parliament. Replying Mr. Erroll said that about half of South Africa’s 
exports to the United Kingdom, other than gold and uranium, in 
practice enjoyed preferences in the United Kingdom, and most of 
these were guaranteed under the bilateral Agreement concluded after 
the Ottawa Conference in 1932. About 20 per cent. of the United 
Kingdom’s exports to South Africa enjoyed guaranteed preferences 
in South Africa under the same Agreement. There was no present 
intention of terminating this Agreement, and the last part of the 
Question did not therefore arise.

EXHIBITS RANGING FROM what is believed to be the largest 
diesel engine ever to be shown at Olympia to what was claimed to be 
the world’s smallest tube — a quarter of the size of a human hair, 
its outside diameter being 0-000733 of an inch and an inside diameter 
of 0-0001 of an inch — were featured at the 23rd Engineering, Marine, 
Welding and Nuclear Energy exhibition which was opened in London’s 
Olympia on April 20.

Held every two years, the exhibition covers the whole field of 
mechanical engineering from boilers, furnaces, foundry equipment, 
generators, petrol and diesel engines, oil and gas engines, gas turbines, 
evaporators, cranes and heavy steelworks plant to filters, gears, ball- 
bearings, piping, pumps and valves, transformers, tools and instru- 
ments. Ancillary processes like corrosion prevention, radiography, 
metal refining, lubrication, testing and measuring, fire prevention, 
heating, insulation, space cleaning, storage, mechanical handling 
and protective clothing were all to be found in the exhibition. On the 
marine side of the show were ships’ davits, life rafts, radar, steering 
gears, propellers, gyro-compasses, anchors, cables and practically 
every branch of shipfitting and ship construction. 

With the accent today on nuclear energy it was not surprising to 
find that about 40 per cent. of the stands at the exhibition featured 
nuclear equipment. There were gamma irradiation units for research 
and production shown on two of the stands, nuclear photographic 
emulsions for space research and a model of a nuclear steam-raising 
plant for ships were among the highlights. Reactor components, a small 
pressure vessel, and a machine for welding reactor fuel elements 
were also among the interesting exhibits in this branch of the 
exhibition. 

A separate welding section of 43 stands occupied the ground floor 
of the Empire Hall. Here were shown new equipment for inert gas 
welding and oxy-propane cutting, a new process for welding cast iron 
10-times faster than before and a mobile assembly for the high-speed 
circumferential welding of large storage tanks. 


Many visitors showed a lot of interest in the demonstration of a new 
service for examining pipelines and boreholes by television, and in a 
camera with a new lens systems for the television examination of 
underwater structures in cloudy water. Another exhibit which drew a 
great deal of attention was a new machine for the manufacture of 
wood screws. 

Marine exhibits never fail to draw large crowds, and it was notice- 
able the number of visitors who thronged around the various marine 
stands where there were models — both working and static — of gas 
turbines for the world’s fastest warship; central control and naviga- 
tional consoles for destroyers, trawlers and larger vessels; new high- 
power radar, new gyro-steering devices, a chronometer accurate to 
within 15 seconds a year and new direction finding equipment. There 
were also models of the latest passenger liners, examples of new life- 
rafts and life-saving equipment, together with the latest in anti-fouling 
and anti-corrosion processes and steam turbines for driving fans and 
deck auxiliaries. 

The 96 ton Mirrlees KVSS 16 diesel ~ the organizers of the exhibi- 
tion say this is the largest to be shown at Olympia — exhibited by 
Mirrlees, Bickerton and Day Ltd., is to be shipped to Ghana following 
the exhibition, where it will be one of ten similar engines ordered by the 
Ghana Government for the new Tema Harbour power station. 


Displayed by courtesy of the Admiralty on the stand occupied by 
Murex Welding Processes Limited was a six-foot long model of 
H.M.S. Dreadnought, Britain’s first nuclear submarine, in which 
over a million Murex electrodes were used for the manual arc welding 
of this new submarine. Dreadnought was constructed for the 
Admiralty by Vickers-Armstrongs (Shipbuilders) Ltd., at Barrow-in- 
Furness and was launched by the Queen in October last. 

The ‘micro-sized’ tube was displayed by Accles and Pollock Ltd., 
and in order to measure it accurately, a cross section of the tube was 
examined by a microscope at a magnification of 2,050 diameters. 

Research at the National Engineering Laboratory is helping the 
British engineering industries to keep ahead. During the last two 
vears the Laboratory has produced valuable results of immediate 


Two tunnelling operations, one in Britain, and one for Toronto's new 
underground railway system, are being carried out by the hydraulically 
driven shield method with equipment supplied by Tangyes Limited. 
Here the shield is shown being assembled. As the pressure builds up, 
the shield is forced forward, and the earth is removed through 
rectangular ‘dirt-doors’. At the end of the stroke the rams are retracted 
and segments of tunnel lining are lifted into place by an hydraulically 
operated rotating arm on the rear face of the shield. 


industrial application in three important fields — hydrostatic power 
transmission; automatic error correction in machine tools using 
moire fringe techniques; and cold extrusion of steel. Results of work 
on all three of these projects were among the items shown by the 
Laboratory at the exhibition. 


Fourteen of Canada’s major manufacturers of engineering, welding, 
and nuclear products also exhibited for the first time in the United 
Kingdom according to Mr. B. C. Butler, Minister (Commercial) 
for Canada. Scientific and technical testing and measuring instru- 
ments, irradiation equipment and sources, radiation detectors and 
counters, machine tools, tracer attachments and die-casting equip- 
ment, form work and structural frame work for the construction 
industry, were displayed by the 14 firms at the exhibition. 


St. Erik’s Fair, Stockholm 1961 


THE 19TH st. Erik’s Fair will be held from August 30 to Septem- 
ber 10, 1961. The total exhibition area of the 1960 event was 100,000 
square metres of which 31,000 square metres was under cover. As 
with previous events this year’s fair will be organized in two sections: 
a Special Section open to trade buyers only and a General Section 
open to trade buyers and the general public. The Special Section 
will feature capital goods and industrial equipment and a major 
portion will be devoted to transport and mechanical handling exhibits. 
The General Section will, in the main, display consumer goods. 

At the last fair there were 1,693 exhibitors of whom 868 were from 
foreign countries. The total attendance was 308,000 and about a 
third of this number consisted of buyers.

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Britain’s Achievements at Cairo International Agricultural Exhibition 


‘THE INTERNATIONAL Agricultural Exhibition 1961, is the first of 
its kind to be held in Cairo. It was scheduled to open on March 21 
but the opening was postponed for four days to March 25, when 
President Nasser formally inaugurated the exhibition. The President 
and his party then toured the ground and visited each pavilion in turn. 
He spent some time on the British stand and expressed interest in 
what he saw there. The U.A.R. Central Minister of Agriculture had 
invited the Ministers of Agriculture of the participating countries to be 
present at the inauguration. Mr. Soames’ commitments prevented him 
from accepting personally, but he was represented by Professor 
H. G. Sanders, his chief scientific adviser. 


The fair was opened to the public for the first time on March 26. 
It was due to remain open until April 24, but it has now been decided 
that it should remain open until the end of April. 


In addition to the U.A.R., twenty-one countries are taking part. 
They are: Afghanistan, China, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Federal 
Republic of Germany, Ghana, Greece, Hungary, Indonesia, Italy, 
Lebanon, Morocco, Netherlands, Roumania, Soviet Union, Spain, 
Sudan, United Kingdom, United States, Yugoslavia and the Eastern 
Zone of Germany. 


The exhibition grounds are on the south end of Gezira Island in the 
Nile. The main entrance is opposite the Kasr el Nil Bridge, which 
leads into the centre of Cairo. The grounds have been attractively 
prepared with wide roadways, fountains and flowers, and are brightly 
lit at night. Many of the buildings have been especially erected for the 
fair. Among them are the two largest pavilions, those of the Soviet 
Union and the United States. Both consistjof two halls enclosing an open 
space for the exhibition of machinery and other exhibits. They are, 
however, in very different styles. The Russian is a prefabricated 
aluminium structure designed and made by an Italian firm. The 
United States, on the other hand, is a permanent structure. Both 
pavilions give a general picture of the way of life of their respective 
countries, in addition to exhibiting machinery and other items directly 
related to agriculture. The third largest exhibitor is China, which 
took one of the larger of the exist'ng halls and a smaller new one. The 
other participating countries occupy smaller areas ranging from a few 
hundred square metres to more than one thousand. The U.A.R. has 
its own pavilion, as do both the Federal Republic and the Eastern Zone 
of Germany. All these rely principally on diagrams, models and 
samples to display their achievements. ‘The Federal Republic, however, 
is also exhibiting agricultural machinery on an adjoining open space 
and has cultivated several acres of desert off the Alexandria Road, some 
seventeen kilometres from the Exhibition grounds. A sprinkler irri- 
gation system has been installed and the land has been planted with 
barley, which gives an impressive idea of what could be done by this 
method. 


The United Kingdom's exhibit is located in part of the Grand 
Palais, one of the permanent buildings which is large and airy. It 
occupies the whole of one side of this building, covering an area of 
approximately 90 metres long by 10 metres wide. The remaining space 
in the building is occupied by Italy, Greece, Hungary, Netherlands, 
Yugoslavia and Denmark. 


The British exhibit is probably the most purposeful of the fair. Its 
object is to demonstrate what United Kingdom industry can do to help 
Egypt's agricultural development. The exhibits are shown under four 
main groups. The first is earth-moving equipment suitable for the big 
U.A.R. land reclamation programme. There are four exhibitors, 
International Harvester of Great Britain with a BTD20 crawler 
tractor with bullgrader; Marshall Sons and Company with a smaller 
crawler tractor with angledozer; Whitlock Bros. with a Dinkum 60 
excavator; and Michigan Great Britain Ltd. with a large tractor dozer. 
Coventry Climax may also be mentioned here who are showing one of 
their fork lift trucks. 


The second group consists of tractors and agricultural implements. 
Four manufacturers of wheel tractors are represented, namely, 
Massey Ferguson, David Brown, Ford and Nuffield. Various attach- 
ments are show by David Brown and Massey Ferguson, and Ford are 
also showing a sectioned engine. Ransomes, Sims and Jefferies are 
showing a baby track tractor suitable for work in restricted areas such 
as vineyards; and hand tractors with rotary tillers and other attachments 
are being shown by Rotary Hoes Ltd. and Landmaster Ltd. 


The third group consists of pumps and engines, of which thousands 
of British manufacture are in use in Egypt, and irrigation equipment. 
Ruston Paxman, Tangye, Lister and Blackstone, Perkins, the Hawker 
Siddeley Group and Crossley Bros. are represented here. Pumps are 
displayed by Godwin, Gwynne, Pulsometer and Coventry Climax. 
Thomas Sons show a windmill and two piston pumps, and Beresfords 
have a display of electrical, submersible and centrifugal pumps. John 
Huggan and Company have provided a waterboy portable irrigation 
system. Perkins are also showing their new gas turbine pump and 
demonstrating one daily on the banks of the Nile just outside the 
Exhibition grounds. 


The fourth group includes crop spraying and animal treating equip- 
ment. Exhibitors here are Microto-Treating, Allman & Co., The 
Kestrel Engineering Company and Cooper, MacDougall & Robertson. 
Listers have provided a TIFA fog machine for use as necessary in 
eliminating insects in the pavilion. 


The United Kingdom exhibit has been arranged on a new basis. 
All the space has been rented by the Board of Trade and exhibitors 
are not being charged. ‘The whole exhibit has been designed by the 
Central Office of Information as one unit which has undoubtedly 
increased its effectiveness and cohesion. As seen from the side it is 
framed by five flat arches roofed with white jabolite rafters. The back 
wall is panelled with green wood wool into which photographs 
have been inset. Within the arches the walls have been painted blue 
and captions in large lettering, in both Arabic and English, draw 
attention to some of the achievements of Britain’s agricultural machin- 
ery industry, including the fact that Britain is the world’s largest 
exporter of agricultural tractors and oil engines. The stand is roofed 
with blue material and is lit by fluorescent tubes both above and at 
ground level. At one end is an attractively designed reception area in 
green, yellow, mauve and blue, where official visitors can be received 
and entertained. Here a cinema screen has been incorporated with 
rear projection. At the other end is an office and information desk 
where general agricultural and trade inquiries are handled. In the 
middle of the stand a separate inquiry desk has been provided for the 
use of exhibitors and their agents, and from which trade literature is 
available. A raised walk leads through the middle of the exhibit, 
designed on two levels so as to avoid monotony. This gives an excellent 
view of the exhibits on either side, and there is also a general walkway 
along the open side of the stand. Caption boards in front of each 
exhibit inform visitors in both languages what the exhibit is, who 
makes it and who the agents are. On one side of the raised walk six 
large display panels have been erected, surmounted by Union Jacks

and containing on both sides large photographs of the type of equip- 
ment similar to that immediately adjoining them. 


In order to attract interest three of the engines and pumps and the 
sprinkler system are arranged to work from water tanks incorporated 
in the stand. The windmill is also working, and many of the other 
machines can be operated from time to time in order to demonstrate 
their capabilities to serious inquirers. The stand’s cinema is a great 
attraction. A special film showing British machinery at work was made 
for the fair, and in addition to which a number of other films on 
Britain’s livestock and farming methods of between ten and twenty 
minutes duration are projected during peak hours. 


‘There is no doubt that the British machines shown are in demand in 
Egypt. Several of the models are already being supplied to this 
market in quantity. If more foreign currency were available, there 
would be no lack of business. The Ministry of Agriculture and 
Agrarian Reform are interested in much of the United Kingdom 
equipment, as are many other bodies such as universities and research 
centres who have made inquiries on the stand. 


Livestock in the form of cattle, sheep and poultry are on display 
in a special section of the exhibition. Most comes from the United 
Arab Republic itself. The Soviet Union is showing some cattle, 
horses and poultry, and the Netherlands some selected Friesians. 
The United States has some poultry, cattle and sheep within their 
own display area, the whole being catered for by an automatic feed 
system. 


Visitors have been entering the exhibition in considerable numbers. 
During the first week about 100,000 visitors paid for entry. The 
number entering free will have been almost as much again, and this 
level has been maintained in subsequent weeks. The pavilions are 
open daily from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. with a break for lunch from 
2-4 p.m. No special times have been set aside for trade visitors. 
The most likely purchasers, however, are the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Agrarian Reform, the Land Reclamation Authority and other 
official bodies who are already interested in the British exhibits.

OR THE UNITED KINGDOM businessman, surveying the world 

market, ‘Trinidad has several attractions. This island itself, 

small as it is, imports £30 million of British goods a year. 
Furthermore, it is the focal point for visits to the other islands of the 
Eastern Caribbean and British Guiana, in which Britain enjoys 
another {20 million worth of trade. It is a convenient cross-road for 
visits to South America and, by reasen of air service to the West 
Indies via New York, it is also easy to link with business visits to the 
United States and Canada. ‘Turning from business to leisure, 
Trinidad provides tropical sunshine and, in its nearby sister island 
of Tobago, a renowned holiday resort. 


Detailed information for the businessman visiting Trinidad — 
climate, currency, hours of business and public holidays, communica- 
tions, regulations and terms of trade —-are given in the booklet, 
‘Hints to Businessmen visiting Trinidad’, available free from the 
Board of Trade. 


Thriving Economy 

Various factors contribute to the expansion of activity which 
Trinidad is now enjoying, among them Government spending on 
public works and the influx of overseas capital in both the public 
and private sector. But the predominant factor has been, and is, the 
development of the Trinidad oil industry. In 1960, crude production 
increased by 14 million barrels to a total of 42:3 million barrels. 
Eight oil companies operated 27 strings, drilling 1-4 million feet and 
completing 277 oil or gas wells. While land production is declining,

marine production from the Gulf of Paria is increasing and offshore 
exploration is continuing both in the Gulf and off the east coast of the 
island. Refining capacity made a big stride forward in 1960, the 
‘Texaco refinery expanding from 135,000 to 235,000 barrels per day 
and the Shell refinery from 50,000 to 65,000 barrels per day. The 
large capital expenditures by the oil companies, and the steadily 
increasing spending power they generate, play the major part in 
Trinidad’s economic progress. 


Government Spending 

The Trinidad Government prepared in 1957 a Five Year Develop- 
ment Programme for the period 1958-62. Originally conceived to 
cost $191 mullion, the programme has been increased in successive 
Budgets, and now stands at $248 million. The main provisions of 
the programme are: 


(1) Steps to improve productivity in agriculture, to increase the 
output of the forests and to stimulate fishing and improve 
the marketing of fish. 

(ii) Industrial development through incentive legislation, 
establishment of the Industrial Development Corporation, 
and preparation of industrial sites. 


Tourist development through 
encourage the building of hotels. 


(111) incentive legislation to 


(iv) Public works on roads and bridges, airport reconstruction, 
port improvements, public buildings, extension of water 
supply and distribution, and major sewage works. 

(v) New houses, new schools and new hospitals. 

(vi) Expansion of electricity generating capacity and distribution. 


Good progress has already been made in many of the projects in 
this programme.

Development of Manufacturing Industry 


It is in the field of manufacturing industry that one sees striking 
progress in Trinidad. Of course, the major occupations of oil and 
agriculture will continue for long years to be the mainstay of the 
economy, but every month is bringing new factories to the Island. 
The Trinidad Government, through its Industrial Development 
Cerporation, offers incentives to the manufacturer, in the shape of: 

Income tax holiday for five years from date of commencing 
production. 


Accelerated depreciation allowances. 


Duty free entry for five years in respect of plant, machinery and 
materials. 


Industrial sites for lease on favourable terms. 


Some 70 companies have, under these Pioneer incentives, estab- 
lished manufacturing enterprises in a variety of industries, including 
chemicals, plastics, paints, pharmaceuticals, textiles, beer, glass 
bottles, biscuits, metal and cardboard containers, cement, metal 
fabrications and a range of other products. 

More manufacturing plants are now under construction or are 
projected: 

Sissons Paints Ltd. will shortly become the third paint company 
to manufacture in Trinidad. 


Bermudez Biscuit Co. are constructing a new biscuit and con- 
fectionery plant. 


Nestles are building a plant to produce sterilized milk. 

Food Products Ltd. are building a plant to freeze and can fish. 

Caribbean Printers Ltd. are building a plant to undertake com- 
mercial printing and packaging. 

Metal Box Co. have announced their intention to build a plant 
to produce metal containers. 


A Flour Mill is to be erected by interests shortly to be announced 
by the Industrial Development Corporation. 


The I.D.C. have some 30 more manufacturing projects now under 
study. 


We must expect this growth of industrial development to continue. 
‘There is a high rate of unemployment in the Island, and a growing 
population. Urged on by the need to create new job opportunities, 
‘Trinidad 1s actively examining the economics of manufacturing a wide 
range of products in the country, and seeking firms willing to come in. 
It would be realistic to expect that the pressures on firms to undertake 
manufacture in Trinidad will grow, both by tariff and quota action by 
‘Trinidad itself and by possible mcreased tariffs in the West Indies as a 
whole on the implementation of the proposed new Customs Union. 
United Kingdom firms, especially those with a substantial trade to 
Trinidad, might be well advised to consider carefully the advantages 
and disadvantages of starting up assembly or manufacture in the 
country. The danger is, of course, that other countries — and some, 
notably the United States and Western Germany, are showjng con- 
siderable interest in the Trinidad market — may choose to mafufacture 
locally as a quick way of seizing a majority share of the United 
Kingdom's established trade. 


Hotel Building 


The Trinidad Government has passed incentive legislation, similar 
to that for the promotion of industrial development, to encourage 
hotel building in the Island. Under these Acts, a number of new hotels 
have been built and others extended. One major new hotel, the 
‘Trinidad Hilton, is expected to open in early 1962. 


Flow of International Capital Into Trinidad 


Investment in Trinidad has, in the past, come almost entirely from 
the United Kingdom, and the United Kingdom is still a major supplier 
of capital for new developments in the Island. But money from other 
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sources is now flowing in. The World Bank is providing W.I. $50 
million for electricity expansion; the United Nations Technical 
Assistance Board has just started operations; the American I.C.A. is 
active in Trinidad; the United States government, as part of the recent 
revision of the wartime Leased Bases Agreement, is studying financial 
aid to several projects, including the rehabilitation of the Trinidad 
Canada is providing money and technical assistance. 
In the private sector, a major United States interest in the Island was 
established with the Texaco purchase of Trinidad Leaseholds in 
1956; and Grace Chemicals of the United States came in later with a 
substantial investment. The Bank of London and Montreal have 
opened offices in Trinidad, and European financial interests have 
started up the Swiss-West Indies Bank. In the past three months, 
Missions have visited Trinidad from Germany, the United States and 
Canada, each of them interested in, inter alia, investment in the coun- 
try. Desirable as it certainly is that international finance should play 
its part in Trinidad’s economic development, this must obviously 
have its repercussions on the United Kingdom’s export business. 
Trade, which once followed the flag, now follows finance.

It is apparent from these figures that the United Kingdom continues 
to win the lion’s share of Trinidad’s imports. But it is becoming all the 
time more difficult to maintain this share. We have to run faster in order 
to stand still, because: 


(1) It is only recently, with the liberalization of dollar 
imports, that the Trinidad market has become fully exposed 
to North American goods. Both American and Canadian 
manufacturers are driving hard to increase their share. 


(2) Finance is coming from international, not just United 
Kingdom sources. 


(3) Each new product manufactured in Trinidad usually means a 
cut in imports of that product. 


We have to recognize that the Trinidad market is no longer a 
British preserve; it is now an internationally competitive market 
in which the United Kingdom’s main industrial competitors — the 
United States, Western Germany and Japan — are in fact increasing 
their exports at a rate somewhat faster than is the United Kingdom.

The Prospects for 1961 and After 


The level of imports into Trinidad in 1961 may not show the same 
steady increase as has obtained in recent years. As to capital goods, 
major projects are still at an early stage which may not call for sub- 
stantial imports in the current year. On the consumer side a tightening 
of hire purchase credit is affecting sales. But these factors are unlikely 
to persist for long and, looking into 1962 and beyond, we can expect 
rising capital expenditures and increasing per capita incomes and, 
accompanying these, a greater volume of imports. 


‘To preserve the present £30 million worth of trade and increase it 
will require a determined and aggressive sales effort. In one aspect of 
our sales effort at the moment, the United Kingdom is being constantly 
criticized by the Trinidad buyer, viz., on deliveries. Because our 
delivery quotations are longer than the United States, we are losing 
business. And because we are not delivering goods ordered to the 
time promised we are losing friends and future business. 


Choice of Agents 


In concluding this article about the Trinidad market, I want to say 
two things on the subject of agents who, of course, play such an 
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important part in the United Kingdom’s trade. In the first place, the 
United Kingdom as the biggest supplier of the market, tends to have 
the best agents. But other countries are wooing them. For example, 
Canada, as a result of her new export drive, has recently circulated a 
list of hundreds of agency offers in Trinidad and the United States 
Mission to the Island last month put out a list of 130 agency offers. 
In other words, if the Trinidad agent cannot get the goods, the 
delivery, the service he thinks he should have from a United Kingdom 
manufacturer, he has no problem in finding competing manufac- 
turers to work with, 


Secondly, Trinidad, like other markets, has its share of poor agents; 
quite a few people, for example, try their hand at being agents because 
they believe it is an easy way of making money. The choice of agents in 
any market requires the utmost care, and in this market more care still. 
Obtaining a credit report from the Bank and a status report from the 
Trade Commissioner before new accounts are opened or new appoint- 
ments made may well save difficulties later on. 


Finally, may I emphasize that the United Kingdom Government 
maintains a Trade Commissioner’s office in Trinidad to assist the 
British manufacturer, trader and entrepreneur, both in protecting 
your existing trade and in developing more trade. Our job is to be the 
eyes and ears for British trade in Trinidad, and through the Eastern 
Caribbean. In a phrase — to know who’s who and what’s going on! 


The office is at your service, and we shall be pleased to assist you.

Extension of Anglo-Japanese Trade Arrangements 


‘THE TRADE arrangements between the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland and Japan concluded in July, 1960, 
and covering the year ended March 31, 1961, have been extended to 
September 30, 1961. 


Note: 


The trade arrangements provide for import quotas and other 
trade facilities between Japan and the United Kingdom and its 
dependent territories. Particulars were published in the Board of 
Trade Journal, July 22, 1960 (page 179). 


Letters recording the extension of the trade arrangements for a 
further period of six months were signed on April 19 in London 
by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
and the Japanese Ambassador, Mr. Katsumi Ohno. 


Quotas on both sides for the period from April 1, 1961, to 
September 30, 1961, will generally be one half of those for the 
previous period of twelve months, but in a few cases there will be 
adjustments, mainly to cater for seasonal trade. The Japanese global 
import quota for wool textiles will be £2,048,000. 


The Tariff and Import Policy Division of the Board of Trade, 
announce in Notice to Importers No. 972, dated April 26, 1961, that 
quotas for the period April 1 to September 30, 1961, will be 50 per 
cent. of those published in Annex II of Notice to Importers No. 946 
dated July 16, 1960 (reproduced in the Board of Trade Journal of 
July 22, 1960), except in the following cases where the quotas will 
be as shown:

Cameras, cinematograph cameras and parts thereof; transistor- 
ised radio sets, gramophones and radio-gramophones; mopeds 
and motor scooters; polyvinyl alcohol resin. 


Licence holders should confirm in writing that their agency agreements 
are still operative, and should submit a return showing the extent to which 
they have used, or intend to use, their present licences. The name of the 
overseas consigner, if different from that of the manufacturer, should be 
shown on page 2 of the application form. 


Application forms (T.I.P/A or I.L.B./A) should be sent to the 
Board of Trade, Tariff and Import Policy Division, Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1. Page 1 should be completed and page 2 
left blank (except as mentioned above under cameras, etc.); on page 
3 and copies, the applicant's name and address, the description of 
goods and the countries of consignment and origin (Japan) should 
be entered, but the remaining spaces left blank. 


NOTE: 


Canned or bottled mandarin oranges may be imported under 
specific licences for which application may be made at any time. 
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United Kingdom and Bulgaria 


NEGOTIATIONS have been held in London from April 6 to 21 with 
representatives of the Government of Bulgaria, under the terms of 
the Trade Arrangement of February 27, 1959, for trade quotas for 
the twelve months beginning April 1, 1961. 


The new quota lists which have been agreed provide for United 
Kingdom exports to Bulgaria totalling {4:16 mullion, including 
most types of machinery and equipment, chemicals, ships and boats, 
metal manufactures, textile yarns and piece-goods. In addition, 
Bulgaria expects to purchase {4-5 million of steel and non-ferrous 
metals, and manufactures. 


Quotas have been established for the import of goods from Bulgaria 
to an estimated value of {4-7 million including canned tomatoes, 
fruit and vegetables, butter, canned meat, wooden articles and 
furniture and carpets. The United Kingdom market will also 
continue to be open without restriction to other Bulgarian products 
such as beans, maize, seeds and oils, timber and tobacco. 


The first part of the quota lists (Annexes A and B) are published 
on page 1020. 


Poland and Denmark 


A PROTOCOL extending the Trade Agreement between Poland and 
Denmark for a further period of one year from January 1, 1961, was 
signed in Warsaw on March 8, 1961. 

Increased quotas are provided for a wide range of Danish exports 
and quotas are established for electric and power plant machinery, 
buses, refrigeratory and other special lorries, flax and fish in place 
of the previous ‘pour memoire’ arrangements. New items for export 
by Denmark are rock wool and glass wool, slaughter house equipment, 
two cargo liners and engineering for ammonia works. Quotas for 
egg trays, cheese and butter colourings, books and newspapers and 
radio equipment have been decreased and the ‘pour memoire’ 
arrangement for tallow, rubber products and plastic tubes and rubber 
conveyor belts deleted. 


The quotas for lithopone and dried mushrooms and poppy seeds 
have been deleted from the list of Polish exports whilst new quotas 
for jute fabrics, hunting ammunition, isolation bottles and workmen’s 
leather shoes have been included. A number of the quotas have been 
either increased or decreased whilst the quota for glass and glassware 
has been divided into four separate quotas.

Italy and Poland 


A LONG-TERM Trade Agreement between Italy and Poland was 
signed in Warsaw on November 27, 1960. The agreement will be 
valid from January 1, 1961, to December 31, 1964. 

Italian exports to Poland will include citrus fruits, textile fibres, 
yarns and manufactures, iron and steel manufactures, roller bearings, 
motor vehicles, paints, varnishes, dyes and dyestuff intermediates, 
pharmaceuticals and pharmaceutical raw materials, chemicals and 
photographic materials. Polish exports to Italy will include live- 
stock, eggs, seed potatoes, brewing barley, sugar, coal, chemicals, 
hides and skins and timber.

AS ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal of February 10 
(page 366), the Federal authorities issued on January 11, 1961, a 
revised free list showing, for each item in the Commodity Code for 
Foreign Trade Statistics, whether import of the item is liberalized 
or not.

‘THE IRISH REPUBLIC Revenue Commissioners announce that the 


Government have made an Order entitled the Imposition of Duties 
(No. 103) (Power-driven Pumps) Order, 1961. The effect of the 


Order which came into operation on April 13, 1961, is to impose 
a customs duty on certain power-driven pumps, etc., for pumping 
liquids.

Commercial Agencies Law 


DETAILS were given in the Board of Trade Journal on February 10, 
1961, of the procedure to be followed by agents in Libya when 
registering their agencies in compliance with the Commercial Agencies 
Law. Further regulations which limit the number of agencies which 


each agent may hold have now been published in the Libyan Official 
Gazette. 


These require that no agent may hold, either overtly or covertly 
through another company, more than ten agencies for foreign com- 
mercial or industrial companies. The agent is required to notify the 
Ministry of National Economy by March 31, 1961, of the names of 
the companies whose agencies he will retain, and to inform the 
companies whose agencies he will surrender that their agencies will 
be liquidated within one year of the publication of the regulations. 


The issue of the Gazette containing the regulations was dated 
January 25, 1961, but was not distributed until April 8. It is not 
possible to say at the present time whether any extension to the time 
limit will be allowed, however.

INDIAN CUSTOMS No. 30 dated March 20, 1961, rescinds Customs 
No. 100 and 101 dated May 16, 1957, with the effect that the import 
duty on porcelain bushings which are component parts of transformers 
(Tariff Item 72(39)) is now 10 per cent. ad valorem and on accumu- 
lators for train lighting and parts thereof (Tariff Item 73(7) (a)) the 
import duty is 10 per cent. plus Indian excise duty at the highest rate. 


Indian Customs No. 31 dated March 20, 1961, amends Customs 
No. 93 dated May 16, 1957, and Customs No. 142 dated June 28, 1957, 
with the following effect: 

(a) black tubular poles of the description specified below are exempt 
from the payment of so much of the duty as is in excess of 10 per cent. 
ad valorem — Length 8:2296 to 12-192 metres; thickness 4-064 to 4°7752 
millimetres; outside diameter 101-6 to 152-4 millimetres. Not screwed or 
socketed or flanged at the end. (Tariff item 63 (18).) 

(b) refractory bricks, blocks and slabs other than those made of fireclay, 
china clay or kaolin (Tariff item 59) are exempt from the payment of so 
much of the duty as is in excess of 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

Indian Customs No. 35 dated March 22, 1961, supersedes Customs 
No. 37 dated March 1, 1959, and exempts artificial silk yarn consisting 
entirely of cellulose derivatives or regenerated cellulose or both and 
falling under Tariff Item 47(2) from so much of the import duty as is in 
excess of 

(a) Rs. 4-45 per kilogram plus excise duty at highest rate, when the yarn 
is of below 75 deniers. 

(b) Rs. 3.15 per kilogram plus excise duty at highest rate, when the yarn 
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is of 75 deniers and above but not of above 100 deniers. 

(c) Rs. 2.75 per kilogram plus excise duty at highest rate, when the yarn 
is of above 100 deniers. 

Indian Customs No. 36 dated March 23, 1961, supersedes Customs 
No. 67 dated July 9, 1960, and exempts nylon filaments of 840 deniers 
and above (Tariff Item 47(2)) when imported into India for the manu- 
facture of tyres from so much of the import duty as is in excess of 45 per 
cent. ad valorem plus the highest excise duty. 


Indian Customs No. 37 dated March 23, 1961, supersedes Customs 
No. 1 dated January 14, 1961, and exempts rayon cord of above 100 
deniers (Tariff Item 47(2)) when imported into India for the manu- 
facture of tyres from so much of the import duty as in is excess of Rs.4 
per kilogram.

No Temporary Duty on Acrylic Yarns 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal of March 3, 
1961 (page 547), to the effect that a reference had been made to the 
Deputy Chairman of the Tariff Board in respect of yarns wholly or 


in chief part by weight of discontinuous or waste acrylic fibres 
(Tariff Item 392 (I) (3)). 


The inquiry has now been held and as a result the Deputy 
Chairman has recommended that no temporary duty should be 
imposed. He found that the position of Australian industry could 
deteriorate progressively if Japanese acrylic yarn continued to be 
imported at the rates recorded in recent months. Following dis-

Amendments to Customs Tariff 


THE CUSTOMS and Excise Duties (Amendment) Ordinance, 1960, 
published in Supplement No. 19 to the British Honduras Official 
Gazette of 24 December, 1960, amends Section 15 of the Customs and 
Excise Duties Ordinance, 1949 (No. 5) and the first Schedule to the 


Goods imported for temporary use 


15.—(1) The Collector may give permission to any person to bring into 
British Honduras any goods, other than cinematograph films for exhibition, 
without payment of duty thereon upon being satisfied that such goods are 
so brought in for temporary use only. Such permission shall be subject 
to the following conditions: 


(a) that such goods shall be taken out of British Honduras within six 
months of the date of such permission or within such other period 
not exceeding one year as the Collector may allow. 


(b) that the person to whom such permission is given shall at the 
election of the Collector either deposit with the Collector the 
amount of duty on such goods, or give security for the same to the 
satisfaction of the Collector. 


(2) If such goods are not taken out of British Honduras within the 
period allowed in such permission the deposit in the hands of the Collector 
shall be forfeited, or the security in lieu of deposit shall become immediately 
enforceable. If such goods are taken out of British Honduras as aforesaid, 
such deposit shall be refunded, or the security in lieu of deposit shall become 
void and of no effect: 


Provided that the Collector may in his discretion allow any additional 
period in the case of paraphernalia imported by scientific expeditions; 
and provided that typewriters, cameras, telescopes and binoculars which 
the Collector is satisfied are the bona fide property of any person on a 
temporary visit to the Colony shall be admitted free of duty. 


(3) No entry shall be required for the temporary importation of 
any motor vehicle, aircraft or pleasure boat under authority of a form of 
triptych or similar document. issued by the appropriate authority in 
accordance with the International Convention relative to motor traffic 
signed at New York on the 4th day of June, 1954, the Customs Convention 
on the temporary importation for private use of aircraft and pleasure boats 
signed at Geneva on the 18th day of May, 1956, or any Convention made 
in substitution thereof, or in amendment thereof. ‘It shall be a condition 
of the delivery of any such motor vehicle, aircraft or pleasure boat that the 
original copy of the triptych or document as aforesaid shall be delivered 
to the proper officer on importation and the duplicate thereof to the proper 
officer who examines the motor vehicle; aircraft or pleasure boat prior 
to shipment for exportation and that proof of shipment and exportation 


shall be furnished upon such duplicates as if such duplicate were a shipping 
bill. . 


The First Schedule is amended as follows: 


A. Exemptions from Import Duty 
(1) by the substitution of the following for paragraph 4: 
4(a) Goods officially imported for the use of Her Majesty’s armed 


forces; 


(b) Mess equipment and band instruments ueteead by or for the 
use of Her Majesty’s armed forces; 


(c) Goods imported or purchased in bond by the Navy, Army and 
Air Force Institute for the use of the institute for the conduct of 
its business or for resale to members of Her Majesty’s armed 
forces not normally resident in British Honduras; 

Provided that wine, spirits, ale, porter, cider, perry, liqueurs, 
cordials and other spirituous or fermented liquor of an intoxicating 
nature shall only be exempt from the payment of import duty 
if the distribution thereof is rationed to the satisfaction of the 
Collector. 


And provided also that the purpose for which the goods are 
imported or purchased are certified in writing by the officer for 
the time being in command of such forces. 

(d) Arms, accoutrements, equipment and uniforms, the property of 
officers of Her Majesty’s armed forces, imported by such officers 
for their personal use as required by the regulations of their 
respective services and admitted as such by the Collector. 


(e) Goods arriving in British Honduras by parcel post for the personal 
use of members of Her Majesty’s armed forces not normally 
resident in British Honduras: Provided that if such goods are 
rationed under sub-paragraph (c) above they shall be included 
in the amount of the ration thereunder. 

(f) Motor vehicles imported by serving officers of Her Majesty’s 
armed forces not normally resident in British Honduras. 


British Honduras Customs Tariff. 
Section 15 of the principal Ordinance is hereby repealed and re- 
placed as follows: 


(2) By the substitution of the following for paragraph 10: 

10 (1) Goods proved to the satisfaction of the Collector to have been 
imported or taken out of bond solely for the construction or 
extension of, or repair to, any building used or intended to be 
used exclusively as a school.

VENEZUELA 


Exchange Control 


DetTAILs of the new Venezuelan Exchange Controls were published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on April 7 and April 21, 1961 (pages 
840 and 971). 

The Venezuelan Government have now agreed to grant official 
exchange for payments of goods omitted from the ‘Controlled Market’ 
list. but imported before March 19, provided that details of the 
debts are registered before May 5, 1961. 

The Central Bank have lowered the free dollar rate to 4-65 bolivars 
but have simultaneously circularized to the banks various restrictions 
on the sale of the free exchange to the public. The detailed effect 
of these restrictions is not yet known, but it is understood that their

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MEXICO 
Customs Tariff Changes 


H.M. EMBASSY in Mexico City reports that, on April 6, 1961, the 
Mexican press announced a complete revision of the Import Tariff. 
At a press conference, the Mexican Minister of Finance said that some 
duties were to be increased and many new items would be inserted 
into the Tariff in order to obtain a better classification of products, 
many of which are at present grouped together under general headings. 
The Minister said that 80 per cent. of the raw materials and capital 
equipment which were being imported were clearly specified in the 
Tariff and had low duties applied to them which would not be 
modified. On the other hand, about one-third of all Mexican imports 
are grouped together, under general headings and the intention is 
to replace these headings by more accurate specific descriptions of 
the actual goods imported. 

New Tariff headings will be drawn up by an Import Duties 
Committee which will sit under the auspices of the Mexican Treasury 
and will include prominent people from ‘Trade Associations. 
Although, in some cases, import duties will be increased, there are 
a number of items, including some agricultural products, tyres and 
whisky, on which the duty will be reduced. 


The first instalment of the amendments appeared in the Mexican 
Mario Oficial on April 8, 1961, and covers some 600 different 
headings. A copy of this issue of the Diario Oficial (which is in 
Spanish) has been received by ‘T'ariff Section, Export Services Branch, 
Board of ‘Trade, Room 729, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, 
W.C.1, (Telephone: Chancery 4411, Extension 371), to which 
Department all inquiries relating to this notice should be addressed.

CHILE 


Import of Raw Materials for Further Processing 


AT ITS SESSION No. 59, held on March 20, 1961, the Executive 
Committee of the Central Bank of Chile ruled that imports of raw 
materials or semi-processed goods under the Chilean customs system 
of ‘Private Warehousing’ (e.g. for further processing in Chile), are 
not subject to lodgment of any deposit at the time of import. Such 
imports need only be registered with the Central Bank, and payment 
for them may be made through official exchange channels at any time 
up to one year after their arrival in Chile. Provided that special 
permission is obtained payment may also be made out of private 
foreign exchange resources (sin cobertura). 


Before the local disposal of any finished goods, in the manufacture 
of which raw materials or semi-processed goods admitted under the 
system of ‘Private Warehousing’ have been used, a deposit must be 
lodged for the full percentage of the c.i.f. value of such materials 
or goods. 


When exporting finished goods, in the manufacture of which raw 
materials or semi-processed goods imported under the system of 
‘Private Warehousing’ have been used, the following regulations 
are to apply: 


(i) If the raw materials or semi-processed goods were paid for from 
private foreign exchange resources (sin cobertura) the exporter will 
be allowed to deduct the value of such materials or goods from 
the proceeds of the export which he must bring back to the country; 

(ii) If the raw materials or semi-processed goods were paid for through 
official exchange channels the exporter will be obliged to bring 
back to the country the full value of the export. 


These regulations are also to apply to raw. materials and semi- 
processed goods imported under the system of Temporary Admission 
when they are intended to be used for the packing or presentation 
of products or goods for export.

CANADA 
‘Made in Canada’ Rulings 


THE FOLLOWING rulings have been made recently for Customs 
purposes: 
Of ‘a class or kind made in Canada’ : 
Concrete Mixers, Transit Type, having rated capacities within the 
range from 5 cubic yards to 10 cubic yards, both inclusive. 

Notes: (1) The customary three weeks notice will not apply to

UNITED STATES 
Investigation of Imports of Some Cotton Products

certain cotton products produced in any stage preceding spinning. 
Notices about this investigation were published in the Board of Trade 
Journal of February 24 (page 489) and March 17 (page 674). 
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Excise Tax on Coal 


UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 55339) states that coal, 
coke made from coal, and coal or coke briquettes imported into the 
United States from Belgium, Canada, Japan, Korean Republic, 
Netherlands and United Kingdom and entered for consumption or 
withdrawn from warehouse for consumption during the period from 
January 1 to December 31, 1961, inclusive will not be subject to the 
tax of 10 cents per 100 pounds prescribed in Section 4531 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954. 

The Treasury Decision states further that the list of excepted 
countries excludes those countries from which there have been no 
imports of coal or allied fuels since January 1, 1959. Information 
concerning the taxable status of such imports from these countries 
may be obtained from the United States Bureau of Customs. 


Tariff Classification of Polyurethane Shoulder Pads 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on November 
25, 1960 (page 1289), about the proposed reclassification for duty 
purposes under the United States Tariff Act of 1930 of shoulder 
pads compos.d of Polyurethane. 

The United States Bureau of Customs have now ruled in Treasury 
Decision 55338 (i) published on March 23, 1961, that the rate of 
duty on these shoulder pads shall be 20 per cent. ad valorem. This 
new rate of duty will become effective 90 days after the date of 
publication of the Treasury Decision.
